Editorial 


A growing danger to 
democracy in Britain

THE PAST 12 MONTHS have witnessed dramatic changes in 
the political arena in which Searchlight battles the forces that 
threaten democratic systems not only in the UK but across 
Europe. The most prominent of these countries is clearly 
Greece and we have been privileged to be part of the 
resistance working with colleagues and comrades in Greece 
and the Greek media, and in Britain with the two broadly 
supported resistance groups, the Greek Solidarity Campaign 
and Anti-Fascist Action for Greece. We have made the pages 
of our magazine and website open to them and joined them 
on the streets in protests at the Greek Embassy in London. 

The open Nazis of Golden Dawn have attempted to spread 
their vile message across the world through support groups 
often linked to their Nazi allies. While they have encountered 
resistance in some countries, they are now running video and 
radio services based in the USA in several languages 
including English with daily broadcasts. 

Here in Britain, as we predicted way back, the key parties 
of the far right - the British National Party, the National Front 
and the British Democratic Party — are all in what can only be 
described as a shambolic political state. As always, we have 
our volunteers at work inside these parties, bringing out 
information and, where appropriate, causing them grief. We 
also pay attention to some of the lesser groups that are 
exhorting their members to acquire weapons and engage in 
violence. British Movement, the long-time heir to Colin 
Jordan's National Socialist Movement, remains unfortunately 
alive, small but acting as an ideological training base for 
hardliners and now joined by a youth wing modelled on the 
Hitler Youth who cannot wait to get themselves engaged in 
minor street attacks, only to be chased off by the police and 
antifascists as happened in Leeds. 

The remnants of the BNP are kept going financially mainly 
by monies left to them by dead supporters. However in a 
case awaiting judgement in the High Court, they may find 
themselves coming unstuck after our expert drew a litigant's 
attention to the legislation that prevents people not on the 
UK electoral register from leaving a bequest to a UK political 
party, and the flaws in the alternative arrangement proposed 
by the BNP to get its hands on the money nonetheless. The 
BNP's case is in essence that the legislation, passed to ensure 
that only UK electors can influence UK politics, should not 
apply to them. 
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The other significant source of funding for the BNP arises 
from Nick Griffin's status as a Member of the European 
Parliament, which gives him a salary of over €95,000 
(£79,500) and the resources to employ staff as researchers 
and to run his constituency office. These staff double up as 
BNP staff and officers of course. When Griffin inevitably 
loses his seat in May, that financial subsidy for the party, 
which will then have to pay Griffin and his colleagues, will 
be sorely missed. 

Griffin also used his MEP status to pay two visits to the 
mass murderer President Bashar al-Assad and his clique of 
criminals in Damascus and claimed ludicrously that it was his 
intervention that stopped the British Government from 
bombing Syria. Assad's father gave sanctuary to Alois 
Brunner, an SS senior officer and Adolf Eichmann's deputy, 
who was wanted for war crimes and permitted Syria's fascist 
movement to exist. Griffin's visits to Syria came amid his 
ongoing links to fascist terrorists such as the convicted Italian 
Roberto Fiore, Hungarian paramilitaries and Golden Dawn. 

Happily success at the ballot box has now passed the BNP 
by, thanks to the party's internal disputes and incompetent 
leadership, and the growth in support for the UK 
Independence Party, which has eclipsed the BNP in appealing 
to the racist vote. We do not examine UKIP in this issue of 
the magazine but will return to them in due course. 

The NF has suffered coups and counter coups with the 
result that one of their most competent candidates, the 
former BNP North West regional organiser Chris Jackson, 
only just managed to get onto a Todmorden, West Yorkshire, 
town council by-election ballot paper on 5 December 2013 
in which he received just 59 votes. The NF's aspirations 
remain very low. 

The British Democratic Party numbers in its small ranks the 
MEP Andrews Brons, elected for the BNP but now sitting as 
an independent. However Brons insists he will not defend his 
seat. The BDP has fought very few council by-elections, and 
where it has done so it has polled poorly with one exception 
where the party came only about 20 votes behind UKIP. 

We predicted from the outset that the BDP would fail to 
make an impact. We also predicted early on that the English 
Defence League would be vulnerable to fragmentation and 
infighting. This has occurred, with regional breakaway 
groups long before the departure of the EDL's leaders 
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Stephen Lennon and Kevin Carroll in 
October. Searchlight did not buy for one 
moment the alleged conversion of Lennon 
and Carroll at the hands of the Quilliam 
Foundation. Lennon is currently awaiting 
sentence after pleading guilty to mortgage 
fraud charges. 

Despite these setbacks, the rump of the 
EDL is still out on the streets every two or 
three weeks somewhere around the 
country. Although numbers are now 
usually in the low hundreds rather than 
thousands, the EDL remains the place 
where wannabe mosque bombers obtain 
inspiration. The upside is that judges are 
taking the crimes of these racist thugs 
seriously and have imposed suitably harsh 
sentences on a number of EDL supporters 
for crimes of violence and arson, some 
dating from 2012. 

However, alongside the various racist 
parties and street activist groups, 
Searchlight has been concerned at 
developments outside the public eye that 
contain the potential for a new, much 
better organised, supported and financed 
far-right structure. In recent years we have 
monitored the activities of two secretive 
organisations, the New Right group and 
the lona London Forum. Successive 
governments have failed to prevent a 
steady stream of leading international 
Nazis, fascists, far-right pagans and 
Holocaust deniers from visiting as guest 
speakers at their meetings. To our 
knowledge none, even those with 
convictions, have ever been turned back 
at their point of entry to the UK. The 
authorities appear to know nothing about 
the far right in the UK outside the BNP, NF 
and EDL. So why this lack of interest? 

As well as these two groups, we have 
also been watching the Traditional Britain 
Group over the past couple of years. 
Nobody, especially anti-fascist groups, paid 
any attention to what we were warning, 
supported by evidence, about the nature 
of this organisation, which brings together 
ultra-right elements of the Conservative 
Party with the fascist far right. 

| voiced my frustration during the last 
session of our national conference in 
October which was intended to get as 
many groups in the British anti-fascist 
movement to get off their political 
backsides, to put it crudely, and respond to 
our warnings. We have written about the 
TBG and its followers several times in 
Searchlight and this magazine contains a 


detailed analysis by Dr Paul Jackson 
starting on page 6. There is a solid case to 
show the TBG are an emerging threat, 
especially now that they have started to 
form local groups around the country. 

The TBG are descendants of the US 
group Western Goals, who were involved 
in illegal US interventions in Latin America 
many years ago and whose British 
counterparts were closely linked to one of 
the men now serving life in South Africa 
for the assassination of Chis Hani, the 
young trade union and ANC leader, who, 
had he lived, might have led South Africa 
to a better place politically than where it 
is now. Searchlight can trace some TBG 
activists’ political activities back to the 
late 1970s. 

In 2012 we picked up warnings about a 
new organisation that linked a number of 
leading fascists and national socialists who 
had held a secret conference in Sweden at 
which the speakers included the Russian 
far-right extremist Aleksandr Dugin and 
the people who run the Arktos Nazi 
publishing empire. Where we get 
something wrong we are ready to admit 
it and Generation Identity had certainly 
escaped our notice. It was only after we 
put together bits of information, often not 
emphasised, coming in from Sweden, 
France, Germany and the Netherlands that 
we realised it was a growing force. 

Then its political poster boy, 23-year-old 
Markus Willinger, came to speak at an lona 
meeting last summer and we realised just 
how dangerous they are. Still at university 
in Germany he had written a book two 
years ago which was recently translated 
into English: Generation Identity: A 
Declaration of War against the '68ers. 

The book is well written but concise, and 
Willinger is an eloquent speaker when 
expounding his cause, which is in essence 
national socialist. They are a young 
organisation but take their political identity 
from key fascist and Nazi ideologues. No 
working class boneheads here: they are the 
privileged young of Europe's middle and 
upper classes, the products of good 
universities across Europe including the 
UK. As you will read in Dr Jackson's article, 
they have decided they are at war with 
those who support the ideals of 1968 and 
any other democratic institutions they 
think have let down white European 
society including Britain. 

We intend to fight back and expose and 
confront them.

Traditional Britain: The New 
Revolutionary Conservatives

THE TRADITIONAL BRITAIN Group is a curious 
phenomenon, and one of growing significance. 
Originally founded in 2001, and revived in 2010, the 
organisation is currently acting as a crucial ideological 
clearing house for the wider British far right, as well as 
for more radical conservative figures too. In recent 
months, Traditional Britain has not only run a 
significant conference, but also developed aspirations

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to transform itself into a national network by creating 
its own grass-roots activist organisation promoting 
ideas of a ‘traditional’ British identity. 

‘Tradition’ in this sense is a useful catchall term for a 
variety of religious, and even pagan identities, that 
gravitate around a rejection of the political mainstream. 
The ideas swirling around the group also include a 
potent opposition to immigration, steeped in coded 
ethno-nationalist themes, and a strident Euro- 
scepticism too. Moreover, its intellectual roots lay in a 
curious mixture of European neo-fascist ideology, 
combined with British anti-European Conservatism. As 
such, the Traditional Britain Group can be characterised 
as an emergent pressure group within Britain's far right 
scene, one that is much deserving of closer scrutiny 

Traditional Britain gained a small level of public 
notoriety in the summer of 2013, when journalists 
noticed the group's Facebook page advocated the 
deportation of Doreen Lawrence, along with ‘millions 
of others’, following her elevation to the peerage. The 
media coverage over the summer of 2013 was also 
embarrassing for Tory MP Jacob Rees-Mogg, and for 
others such as journalist Simon Heffer, who have both 
addressed Traditional Britain dinners in the past. Rees- 
Mogg now clearly dissociates himself from Traditional 
Britain, and felt drawn to them through a lack of 
awareness of their true agenda, rather than because of 
a common sense of conviction with their core aims. 
Oddly, he has become persona non grata within 
Traditional Britain, yet the group still use pictures of 
him to suggest that he agrees with their ideals. 
Nevertheless, there is a lot more to Traditional Britain 
that this minor furore. 


New Directions within the British Far Right 
Indeed, the group continues to muster a base of 
interest, and potentially its focus on ‘tradition’ is 
becoming central to reframing ideology within the 
British far right. This is an arena, of course, still adrift in 
the wake of the collapse of the neo-Nazi British 
National Party and the more ideologically hazy,

Islamophobic English Defence League, both of which 
are organisations that are a shadow of their former 
selves. Within the resultant space calling for new ideas 
among those who describe themselves variously as 
patriots, traditionalists, traditional conservatives, and 
the like, Traditional Britain is gaining traction. It styles 
itself as a grouping that will not 
replace a larger political party, but 
instead will put pressure on others, 
such as the ascendant UKIP, whose 
2012 conference it attended. 

A flavour of Traditional Britain's 
mixture of old-school Conservatism, 
combined with elements clearly 
flirtatious with continental fascism, 
was found on the day the world 
learned of Nelson Mandela's death. 
On its Facebook pages was a strong 
commentary styling Mandela 
simplistically as a communist 
terrorist, while suggesting 
Traditional Britain followers should 
remember him as a man with the 
blood of innocent people on his 
hands, not as the icon of the 
liberation of Black people in South 
Africa, and human rights more 
generally across the globe. As a 
historian, | am happy to 
acknowledge some greater 
complexity with the history of 
Mandela than simple hagiography, 
but what was really odd was the 
comment on Traditional Britain's 
Facebook page which read: / 
‘Peacemaker Rudolf Hess was jailed . 
for 46 years and murdered in prison, 
no concerts for his release, no 
gushing from the media upon his 
death!!’. 

Make of this what you will. It is, 
after all, only one posting from one 
follower of the group. But it is 
indicative of something more 
extreme than simply radical 
Conservatism within the group. So 
what is Traditional Britain? What 
ideas animate it? And why is it 
becoming more important to the 
wider British far right?

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Initial Impressions 

Scanning over its Facebook page certainly reveals some 
other interesting reference points within the everyday 
discourse of its activists. Strikingly, here we find much 
commentary on both the Conservative Party and UKIP, 
both of which it views with a degree of ambiguity. 
With the former, postings tend to present the 
‘moderniser’ David Cameron in particular as betraying 
an authentic brand of British Conservatism of 
yesteryear, and even if they decry the Conservative 
Party there appears to be some hope of impacting on 
the activities of the Tories themselves. Nigel Farage and 
UKIP are also discussed, and Farage is broadly seen as 
a high profile political figure closer to the ideal of an 
authentic British conservative politics, though he is 
criticised in places too. 

We will come back to the group's own position on 
politics, and how it sees its role, in a moment. But for 
now we can note that it places itself as a more radical 
grouping than these two, and sees the restoration of 
‘tradition’ as its core objective. Where does this interest 
in ‘tradition’ come from, and what does this mean? 


The Conservative Revolutionaries 

One useful concept for characterising the group, indeed 
an idea drawn on by Traditional Britain's activists 
themselves in places, is ‘conservative revolutionaries’. 
This term is an echo of the Conservative Revolution 
movement that developed especially in Weimar 
Germany among a series of cultural conservative figures 
who rejected the new, democratic constitution created 
after the end of the First World War. Like the Nazis, 
Conservative Revolutionaries called for a national 
revolution based on a return to ‘authentic’ vélkisch 
ultra-nationalist ideals, but unlike the Nazis the 
philosophers and intellectuals who formed the 
Conservative Revolutionary movement had a far more 
refined and intellectualised framework of ideas 
underpinning their activities. Some of the key figures in 
this cultural politics included the author Ernst Jiinger, and 
the philosopher Martin Heidegger. And so it is in no 
surprise to find both these figures mentioned within 
Traditional Britain's own webpages. They actively place 
themselves within this historical framework. 

Jiinger's novels and other writing were noted in 
particular because they idealised the masculine, martial 
virtues of warfare found on the Western Front, and his 
various publications were lauded by the Nazis 
themselves. Never a member of the NSDAP, but active in 
other paramilitary groupings in Germany, increasingly 
Jiinger tried to dissociate himself from the Nazis’ 
appropriation of him in the 1920s, and wrote subtly 
critical works about the regime in the 1930s. The 
Traditional Britain Facebook page, meanwhile, also cites 
a lengthy extract from an essay by Jiinger, where he 
praises the idea of a nationalist, Prussian form of 
socialism. This is an idea that, the Facebook commentary 
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introducing the quote stresses, was vital not only to 
Germany's Conservative Revolution, but also is still 
deemed relevant as it remains vital for distinguishing 
between ‘the true Right’ from a ‘false’ right. 

Another key figure among the German Conservative 
Revolutionaries was the philosopher Martin Heidegger, 
who developed a much more complicit relationship 
with the Nazi regime. He openly promoted the Nazis in 
the early days of Hitler's rule, though his profile as an 
active Nazi, as well as a professor, declined during the 
lifetime of the regime. Heidegger also saw links 
between Nazism and his own philosophy, which 
promoted the idea of finding an authentic way of 
living, or ‘being in the world’, that rejected the 
materialism of the modern, capitalist milieu. 

So, from this perspective, the vision of the Thousand 
Year Reich promoted by the Nazis seemed highly 
appealing to the philosopher Heidegger. While 
Heidegger probably came to find the Nazis' methods too 
brutal, he certainly found a connection with the idea of 
their revolutionary form of anti-liberal extreme 
nationalism, one replacing democracy with an 
authoritarian state run by a self-appointed elite who saw 
their role to guide the nation to a higher, somehow more 
‘authentic’, form of existence. Moreover, echoes of all of 
these themes are also found in Traditional Britain's 
discourse. 


The Romanian Connection 

As well as identifying with Heidegger and Jiinger, both 
seen by academic analysts as examples of interwar 
German fascists who also developed complex 
relationships with the Nazi regime, we see some other 
curious figures from interwar European fascism 
mentioned on Traditional Britain's Facebook page too. 
For example, for many, Corneliu Codreanu is not a 
household name, yet he is cited positively on the 
Facebook page of Traditional Britain. We should 
remember that Codreanu was the highly charismatic 
leader of the interwar Romanian fascist grouping, the 
Legion of the Archangel Michael. This was a violent, 
Christian fascist organisation steeped in an ideology 
that drew heavily on Romanian Orthodox Christianity, 
hence its title. 

This extremist movement, which veered between 
being a legal and a proscribed grouping in interwar 
Romania, was noted for two things. Firstly, it developed 
a support base via its engagement with local peasant 
communities, where it carried out genuinely supportive 
work for local people. Secondly, while romanticising 
Romania's peasants, it is remembered above all for its 
profound antisemitism, which styled Jewish people as 
the corruptors of the national and a pure incarnation of 
evil. It developed a paramilitary offshoot, the Iron 
Guard, which carried out a series of extreme actions, 
including murder, in the later 1930s. After Codreanu was 
killed in 1938, the movement briefly found itself in 


Romanian interwar fascist leader Corneliu Codreanu, much admired by Traditional 
Britain Group and Generation Identity supporters 


coalition power in 1940, and here it launched a crusade 
against Romanian Jewish people. Its endgame came 
when it tried to stage a frenzied, violent coup in 1941, 
which was eventually suppressed by the Romanian state. 
Identifying with Codreanu's ideology is every bit as crass 
and tasteless as identifying with Hitler's. 


Neo-Fascist Influences 
Similarly, a series of antisemitic conspiricists inspired by 
Nazi ideas of race, and neo-fascists, from the post-war 
era, crop up on Traditional Britain's webpages. One can 
find references to ideologues such as Francis Parker- 
Yockey, who in the late 1940s called for a new form of 
European fascism in the wake of the defeated Nazi 
regime. His ideas are also steeped in antisemitism, for 
example claiming that after 1945 America had become 
the country most dominated by Jewish influence, as a 
result of Roosevelt, who he referred to as ‘the monster’. 
Another more significant reference point, a figure that 
the group cited very regularly on their webpage and 
who crops up throughout other material developed by 
Traditional Britain too, is Julius Evola. Again, among the 
mainstream press, Evola is a remote figure in many 
ways, and his ideas do not immediately resonate with 
the wider public as ones indicative of an interest in 
fascist politics. But for those who know the post-war 
Italian neo-fascist milieu, the relevance of Evola is clear. 


Again the name resonates with political violence, and 
tellingly historian of fascism Roger Griffin describes 
Evola's impact on far right terrorism in Italy as 
‘profound’. Griffin stresses Evola's continuity with 
themes found within the Conservative Revolution 
tradition too. 

As with Heidegger, in Evola we find another complex 
thinker who has written several philosophical texts that 
critically reflect on what contemporary human existence 
consists of, and calls for a radical alternative to be 
established. Evola's ideas, steeped in mysticism and 
esoteric reference points, once again promote the idea 
of a radical rejection of our current modern world, and 
highlight the need for a fundamental sense of renewal. 
He believed this could be achieved through a 
backwards-looking vision for regeneration, a return to 
‘tradition’. Within this matrix, Evola dubbed his alternate 
world ‘Tradition’, a term he used as a proper noun to 
highlight its significance for his philosophical appraisal. 

Broadly, Evola’s ideas included idealising the structures 
of various societies that existed before the impact of 
western modernity — such as the caste system in India, 
the Roman era in Italy, and elements of the monarchies 
of Europe. From his various writings, Evola claimed to 
have reached some level of objective understanding 
regarding what comprises an authentic sense of 
Tradition, though this was all steeped in an ambiguous, 
dense philosophical approach — leaving much room for 
interpretation by his variegated followers. 

Again, Evola's relationship with interwar and post-war 
Italian fascism, as well as the Nazis who he engaged 
with too, was complex. Moreover, usefully for those 
who cite him, Evola offers another fascist reference point 
that is not a 
household name. 
While identifying 
with, say, 
Mussolini 
immediately 
raises the 
suspicions of the 
public, mention 
of Evola's name is 
not seen as a 
public relations 
issue, yet 
drawing on his 
ideology is very 
telling. Mention 
of Evola is not 
superficial either; 
his name is 
dropped in a 
variety of 
settings, 
speeches, 
webpages and so

forth. One comment on a posting about Evola also 
highlights Troy Southgate's book of essays on Evola as a 
good read too. 

Other crucial figures that broadly fit within this 
European milieu of intellectualised far right, and often 
revolutionary, fascist ideas, also include Alain de Benoist, 
another standout post-war figure whose ideas are 
promoted by the Traditional Britain Group. One 
Facebook posting knowingly describes him ‘the founder 
of the European New Right’, and links to an interview 
with him by the far-right American Renaissance website. 
De Benoist's ideas are clearly influential on a wide range 
of figures feeding into Traditional Britain who we will

return to at the end of this article, especially the 
engaging Markus Willinger. Telling of its networking 
within New Right circles, the Traditional Britain Group 
helped to promote a recent conference that featured De 
Benoist as a keynote speaker, titled ‘The End Of The 
Present World Conference’. Held on 12 October 2013, 
the event also included Alexander Dugin another key 
figure within the New Right, and is revealing of the 
wider circles the group operates within. 

Finally, there are some further curious figures cited on 
the Facebook page, some of which perhaps the 
movement ones do not quite have the full measure of. 
For example, one can also find a link to a publication on 
the theme of ‘Cultural Marxism’ put out by Lyndon 
Larouche's Schiller Institute. More familiar territory 
comes with endorsements of the French Front National, 
a point that was developed in the media coverage of the 
group in the summer of 2013. As well as ‘liking’ the 
French far right party, there are also some more 
sustained, supportive comments, such as a posting 
reproducing some quotes from Marine Le Pen’s visit to 
Cambridge University in February 2013. Her words 
essentially state that immigration poses an existential 
threat to French traditions and their way of life, a view 
the Traditional Britain Group wholeheartedly endorses. 


British Tradition 

From their promotion of figures such as interwar writers 
like Jiinger, philosophers such as Heidegger, fascist 
leaders like Codreanu, and post-war neo-fascist 
ideologues such as Evola and de Benoist we can see that 
the Traditional Britain Group have some weighty

intellectual pretentions. Such voices certainly help to give 
a framework for criticising the combined impact of 
liberalism and socialism on western society since the 
eighteenth century. But they do not evoke a sense of 
Britishness per se. 

Countering this issue, there are a series of more 
predicable British heroes too. Largely, Traditional Britain 
identifies itself with various radical tendencies within the 
British Conservative Party. For example, we can find 
images of, and quotes from, Margret Thatcher on its 
Facebook site. More strongly still, Enoch Powell is 
regularly featured, again in image form as well as in 
quotation. Tellingly, Powell's infamous Rivers of Blood 
speech is acommon reference point, underscoring the 
concern with immigration in particular as a driving 
feature within the group's ideology. 

Accentuating this idealisation of Powell, Dr Frank Ellis 
gave a talk to the group to mark his centenary year in 
2012. To give a sense of the company the group keeps, 
Dr Ellis is a notorious former Leeds University lecturer 
who was forced to take early retirement in 2006 after 
making a string of outrageous gaffes, including agreeing 
to attend a conference run by American Renaissance to 
deliver a talk criticising the findings of the Stephen 
Lawrence inquiry. Later, he also vocally supported the 
idea that different races have varying levels of 
intellectual capacities. 

Aside from idealising figures such as Powell, we also 
see identification with older figures within the 
development of British Conservatism. Centrally here, 
Edmund Burke is cited at various points on the group's 
Facebook page. Again, Burke's critiques of the impact of 
individualism, liberalism and the radicalism of France's 
revolutionaries during the era of the French Revolution, 
overthrowing the ancien regime of Louis XVI's 
monarchy, come across as particularly strong reference

points. This episode in history is useful as it evokes the 
need for a restoration of ‘traditional’ ideals, and 
demonises liberalism and socialism as movements 
seeking to tear down traditional structures within 
society. As we will see, key activists in the group, such as 
Gregory Lauder-Frost, are regularly critical of liberalism 
as an ideology, seeing it as a force destroying an earlier, 
pre-modern Europe which they idealise. 

Essentially, then, the Traditional Britain Group 
combines a variety of intellectual reference points. We 
can see that it is bringing together a complex set of 
ideas drawn from continental forms of conservatism and 
‘traditionalism’, that develop both philosophical themes, 
and promote forms of revolution and, at times, political 
violence too. These are blurred with distinctly British 
reference points, especially icons of Conservatism such 
as Powell, to help evoke the ‘Britishness’ of the group. 
Such a combination is being moulded into a more 
coherent, programmatic ideology, one promoting what 
we can see as far right themes, but in a different and far 
more intellectualised manner than that found in parties 
such as the BNP, or in street groups such as the EDL. Yet 
the aims of Traditional Britain are not to form a new 
party in and of themselves. So what are the ambitions 
within the group? 


Core Goals 

The text found on the Traditional Britain Group's Home 
and About webpages set out some core ambitions, and 
present the group's overarching set of ambitions. This 
rubric also again decries the failures of modern 
Conservatives, and identifies the movement's key 
enemies as liberalism as well as any form of left wing 
politics too. Essentially, it rejects the political mainstream, 
in order to battle for the renewal of what it perceives as 
‘traditionalist’ perspective. 
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The Home page even sets out a lengthy, footnoted 
essay engaging with academic debates on the theories 
of nationalism, critiquing scholarly discussion on when it 
became a significant historical force. The main thrust 
here is to dismiss the ‘modernist’ argument among 
historians, which basically presents nationalism as a core 
identity for people that emerged as Europe entered into 


modernity, largely from the eighteenth century onwards. 


In place of this viewpoint, Traditional Britain claims that 
there does not need to be empirical proof for when 
nationalist ideals were first established, rather they 
should be understood as much older than academic 
historians suggest. Moreover, nationalism for the 
‘traditionalist’ perspective is both a ‘higher’ ideal, one 
that is somehow intuitive and felt, while also being a 
core aspect of a human being’s identity. 

These points about nationalism as being elemental to 
human nature, rather than any other forms of 
communal identity that have developed though the 


millennia of human experience, are, at best, contentious. 


But what is interesting about such discussion is the 
length to which the group feels the need to go to, in 
order to develop this point. Its activists feel it is 
important to take apart the work of historians such as 
Anthony D. Smith, and they even bother to cite, and 
critique, the Marxist academic Louis Althusser. All this is 
telling of the way in which the ideals of the Traditional 
Britain Group are set with a sophisticated level of 
intellectual engagement with even implicit opponents. 
Moreover, it underscores the point that its protagonists 
seem to have a very high sense of their intellect and 
assurance in their worldview. 

On the About page, we find nine overlapping points 
setting out Traditional Britain's core principles. Firstly, 
the opening point stresses the need to reject the 
political mainstream, an idea highlighting the group's 
combination of conservative ideals with radicalism. 
Secondly, it sets out its opposition to any idea of 
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egalitarianism, as, it claims, viewing people as equal is 
an ideal that holds back the ‘traditionalist’ cause. 
Thirdly, the need for flexibility: activists should to unite 
behind a commitment to ‘tradition’, though not get too 
hung up with the details about what this means. 
Fourthly, to be honest and ‘live Tradition’, which 
involves not merely avoiding talking about these ideals 
in a euphemistic way, but also building a community of 
support to cultivate ‘traditionalism’. Fifthly, to abandon 
institutions already deemed lost. This is a more fuzzy 
point but one again highlighting the embattled view 
within the group that contemporary political and social 
structures need overturning and replacing with a radical 
alternative. Sixthly, in a related point, that the 
restoration of ‘tradition’ cannot be fought by 
‘traditionalists’ within existing institutions, as these 
organisations will silence truly radical voices, again 
highlighting the marginalised worldview being 
internalised by the group. 

Finally, points seven to nine all gravitate around the 
idea of establishing a counter-cultural world, one which 
will promote the ‘traditionalist’ viewpoint. Point seven 
highlights the need to establish networks, and also a 
national vanguard, to direct operations. Point eight 
focuses on the importance of culture to evoke the 
‘traditionalist’ worldview. And then point nine stresses 
again the need to be a ‘wide church’, an ideal which 
specifically does not proscribe activists from being 
involved in other, related organisations; indeed 
Traditional Britain encourages this. 


Key Figures within Traditional Britain 

Traditional Britain's main website also sets out the core 
leadership of the group, which makes for an interesting 
set of descriptions of its core activists. President of the 
Traditional Britain Group is Lord Sudeley, who, according 
to the website, possesses a formidable knowledge of the 
British constitution, while his other major qualification is 
his work preventing the export of historical manuscripts. 
A victim of the cull of hereditary peers in 1999, Sudeley 
is styled as a clear evocation of the ‘traditional’ British 
culture the group feels it is trying to defend, aristocratic, 
superior, and under attack by all variety of modernisers. 
It is worth noting that Sudeley was also a leading light in 
the Monday Club. In sum, we are given a sense of his 
cultural authority, links to established power, and also his 
intellect. This is very much how Traditional Britain 
activists like to present themselves. 

Three Vice Presidents are listed. The first is John 
Kersey, who took on this post following the group's 
2013 conference. Among Kersey's qualifications listed 
are his work as Director of Cultural Affairs with the 
Libertarian Alliance, as well as his talents as a musician 
and independent historian. Again, we are left in no 
doubt that he is a very clever man from his brief 
biography. Next is Christopher Gillibrand, described as a 
leading Catholic intellectual, who again sees the need

We should be careful when drilling down into how a 
group presents itself via its website; this is far more a 
reflection of how it sees itself, rather than how it 
actually operates. The Traditional Britain Group's 
website makes claims of already having in place a 
national network structure, optimistically dividing Britain 
into twelve regions, each of which has already been 
given its own Facebook page and, supposedly, has its 
own, active grouping. Only Northern Ireland seems to 
be waiting for a regional subdivision to be set up. 

When linking through to these regional Facebook 
pages, we find that they are closed sites but do still list 
members. Most have about ten members, aside from 
the Facebook pages for London, the North West and 
East Anglia, which each have around fifty members — 
some of whom are clearly activists for parties such as 
UKIP and the English Democrats too. So establishing 
anything resembling a truly national infrastructure 
remains at the stage of ambition, and is certainly not 
currently a reality. 

Traditional Britain's website also discusses what is 
required of regional and local groups, and suggests the 
network must be established first regionally, and then 
locally too. Interestingly, the description of the qualities 
that local organisers should possess stresses that they 
must be able to use Facebook, indeed literacy in social 
media is seen as a core to the skill-set required. The 
national organisation holds a great deal of power over 
who runs these local groupings. They are expected to 
meet monthly, and hold their own annual general 
meeting, if they are to remain a valid sub-group. 

The Traditional Britain website sets out what is 
expected from local meetings, which have a focus on 
establishing a common ‘traditionalist’ culture within the 
locality. It suggests that pubs may serve as useful free 
venues to begin with, and then groups can move on to 
using cheap seminar rooms if they grow in size. The 
core point of local meetings is to ensure they are 
regularised, and that ideas that somehow evoke the 
notion of a ‘traditional’ Britain are engaged with. This 
might be through a film night, organising lectures, 
promoting local historical visits, and so forth. Members 
are also expected to share any skill sets they may have, 
and to back each other up if attacked by ‘the liberal-left 
establishment’. They are even encouraged to give each 
other employment if possible. Finally, as well as 
engaging in targeted activism within local political 
settings, we are told that Traditional Britain members 
should develop leadership skills, preparing them for 
future national leadership. 

There is an assumption that local groups should 
remain limited affairs though. They should not create 
their own formal accounts, and ought to try to run their 
organisations on a tight budget, at least initially. 
Meetings are expected to be ‘public facing’ too, and 
specifically the group does not want to shroud itself in 
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secrecy as it tries to grow. Should there be security 
concerns, the local members can liaise with the national 
organisation for advice. Finally, local groups are 
expected to market their events, via social media as well 
as via more old-fashioned techniques, such as leafleting. 
Any larger events, such as keynote talks, will be able to 
draw on the skills of the national organisation for help. 

This network of nationally linked groups is very much 
in its infancy, and as in any setting getting such 
communities off the ground is extremely difficult. 
Despite this, since the attempt to nationalise the group 
was set out a couple of months ago, we can note that 
some advertised local activity was already developing 
for November and December 2013. This period 
included a formal launch of the London grouping, and 
another for a Hampshire grouping. In Essex, meanwhile, 
a local grouping was due to attend a local Mass 
(denomination unclear), before going to a pub 
afterwards. Norfolk also boasts a small active group 
who are also gathering for a monthly book club among 
other activities, which again include a regular church 
ceremony. Finally, Leeds was advertising the launch of a 
provisional chapter in December too. So there seems to 
be some growth, but overall the organisation is a long 
way away from creating the national network it hopes 
to foster in the coming years. 


Traditional Radicals 

These rather small and humble activities perhaps seem 
innocuous enough. But they should be viewed as a 
vehicle for promoting the underlying political ideas 
found within Traditional Britain's discourse. As we have 
already seen, these are quite radical, once unpacked, 
and the group's activities help to channel extremist 
positions developed internationally, while also 
rebranding them so they become a new set of reference 
points for British ultra-patriots and nationalists. 

We can gather a clearer idea of current debates 
bubbling around the group from their annual 
conference, which had as its theme ‘The Future of the 
Nation State’ and was held in London on 19 October 
2013. This conference was interesting in the way it set 
out a range of ideas for the group to engage with as it 
tries to emerge as a national organisation in the coming 
months. Most of the proceedings are available online, 
either as transcripts or as YouTube videos, on the 
group's various open source websites. So the themes 
we can develop from the group's conference are not 
hidden or secret, indeed they are quite happy to talk 
about them. 

In sum, my own reading of these talks, especially as a 
collective piece, is one of a careful and nuanced 
articulation of the idea that Britain should become an 
ethically ‘white’ state, yet preventing this eventuality 
from emerging are the activities of mainstream 
politicians, including Conservatives. Therefore, some 
form of revolution, both cultural and political, is 


necessary at some point in the future, suggestive of a 
more radical, far right and at times even fascist, politics. 
Moreover, the more immediate task of activists for now 
is to consider themselves a political and cultural elite 
pursuing a long-term goal of revolution, while the wider 
point of networking activities is needed to start to 
develop the cultural support base for achieving the goal 
of establishing Britain as an ethnically ‘white’ state. 


Ethno-Nationalism 

We can see the theme of the need to ‘return’ to a 
white-dominated society in the 50-minute talk delivered 
to the conference by Gregory Lauder-Frost. Lauder- 
Frost is a veteran of the British far right scene, active 
not only in the Monday Club but also in small pressure 
groups such as the Western Goals Institute from the late 
1980s into the late 1990s. During this period he also 
served a one-year prison sentence for defrauding 
Riverside Health Authority. 

In his speech, Lauder-Frost began by presenting the 
idea that a somehow authentic form of ‘traditional’ 
Britain existed before the emergence of liberalism as a 
political force, and that liberal ideas should be seen as 
just as destructive of truly ‘traditional’ ideals as later 
socialist principles. For Lauder-Frost, his politics is 
framed as one promoting a ‘structure’ under attack. He 
sees ‘tradition’ as an unmoving hierarchy found in a 
hazy understanding of the medieval and early modern 
periods in British history. His speech was a bit woolly in 
the exact detail here, but he was certain that the more 
modern political forces of liberalism and socialism 
formed the two key enemies, always undermining 
‘tradition’. Liberalism was largely to blame too, as he 
felt that socialism only became established in Britain 
after the Second World War. 

Lauder-Frost's talk also developed some themes 
around the biological makeup of Europe, its DNA, as he 
saw it. As with other national identities, he reflected on 
how Britishness developed firstly from a shared genetic 
heritage over a period of centuries, from invading and 
settling Vikings, conquering Teutonic Knights, 
intermarrying Anglo-Saxons, and so forth. From this 
shared, and notably white, European DNA there 
emerged from about 1500 a distinct cultural sense of 
identity based around Christianity and various forms of 
high culture, according to Lauder-Frost. He stresses that 
when British people, and other Europeans, travelled 
around the world from this time onwards the (non- 
white) people they met were also totally alien to them. 
And so this binary between a European (white) ‘us’ and 
a non European (not-white) ‘them’ becomes central to 
his story of the development of what an authentic 
British identity is, and therefore the ‘tradition’ that is 
under attack. 

Unsurprisingly, then, as he moves into the twentieth 
century, Lauder-Frost decries non-European migrants as 
irrevocably culturally alien to ‘our culture’, and stresses, 


in typical ad hominem fashion, that non-European 
migrants are only interested in claiming benefits. His 
brief history of immigration and identity focuses much 
attention on Muslims as terrorists, but he did leave 
space at the end for stressing some viewpoints critical of 
Black people too. Indeed, Lauder-Frost closed his talk 
with commentary reflecting on the Monday Club's 
history of engaging with the politics of race in the early 
1980s, and again arguing that repatriation was rightly 
then seen as the correct policy solution to racial tensions 
in Britain. All in all, this was a ranging, and at times 
muddled talk, but its core message was clear: Britain 
should become a ‘white’ country. 


The call for a Conservative Revolution 

Another of the group's Vice Chairmen also addressed 
the conference, John Kersey. Here we find some clearer 
discussion on the need for a full-scale revolution in 
British politics and society. Populating the future with 
an image of overthrowing the existing order of things 
is crucial for revolutionary activists, and we do find 

this sort of mythology developed in the confident talk 
by Kersey. 

Ominously, Kersey began by stating his core 
argument: the British nation had declined to an extent 
that ‘ordinary measures would not be sufficient to 
restore it’. He developed several important themes to 
unpack this statement. Firstly, he talked about the 
relationship between the emerging ‘traditional 
conservative’ elite, which the movement seeks to 
promote, and the masses. He stated that ‘the masses’ in 
society are experiencing life through the lens of a 
deluded worldview, from which they could not critically 
assess the impact of liberalism in economics, and its 
impact on national traditions. The masses swallow what 
he sees as a paradox, the modern world is always 
evolving, and for them accepting this sense of a 
changing world can bring comfort and security. But for 
Kersey, such change only breeds profound insecurity, 
and so all forms of modernisation should be rejected. 
This is what ‘traditionalism’ is all about. 

Moreover, a counter-establishment elite, a vanguard 
of the ‘traditionalist’ cause, that rejects forms of 
modernisation of society is now needed, especially as 
the masses are, apparently, incapable of seeing for 
themselves the horrors that surround them. Without an 
enlightened elite forwarding revolutionary ideals, and 
telling the masses what is required for the future, 
Kersey claimed there will be no hope of revolutionary 
change. 

Kersey also talked about the corruption of existing 
institutions, and identified this trend not only in the 
Conservative Party, which he suggested was itself 
erroneously pursuing a modernisation agenda, but also 
in academia. This was another world where once noble 
men, scholars in this case, were undermined by modern 
ways, and which had lost its earlier gentlemanly 
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culture. Indeed, he painted a picture of academics as 
now all speaking with one voice, and once again failing 
to identify the underlying destruction of British society 
that animates Traditional Britain. As ever, in woolly 
fashion this was all the fault of ‘the left’, which, 
simplistically, will not tolerate any significant dissent. 
Kersey went on to style this fight with the dominance 
of the political left as a ‘culture war’, and argued that 
there needed to be a cultural revolution in Britain to 
overturn the impact of the left, not just in academia 
but across all British institutions. 

Another reference point for ‘traditionalism’ for Kersey 
was the Catholic Church, and he set out his horror at 
some of the modernisation agenda that developed 
within the Church at the end of the nineteenth century. 
For him, this created a number of disastrous 
developments in modern Catholic history, but he also 
used this theme to praise the fact that some were 
working as bastions of a traditional form of the faith 
too. Here, he picked out Bishop Williamson — a 
Catholic on the record denying the Holocaust — as a 
figure resisting modernisation worthy of specific praise. 
Opposition networks developed to resist Catholic 
modernisation were also discussed by Kersey, in order 
to describe the aim of Traditional Britain's own 
grassroots campaign: to work in a local, and 
decentralised way, and alongside other cognate groups 
where possible, around a common ideal of promoting 
tradition. 

As he brought his talk to a close, Kersey explained 
that the conflict with the left was 
going to be a long one, and that a 
truly ‘traditionally conservative’ 
government would not come about 
for quite some time. Before this 
could occur, there needed to be 
a radical shift in the hearts and 
minds in Britain to accept an 
authentic, traditional conservatism, 
otherwise the cause would simply 
fail. Change from inside existing 
political structures was deemed 
impossible. He also claimed that 
existing laws were designed to 
enforce the left's agenda, and so 
were set against them. 

The task ahead was, he stressed, to 
work within the framework of what 
is legally possible to promote a new, 
counter-conservative set of ideals. 
Activists needed to bring on board 
the wealthy, and encourage their 
philanthropy, to help establish the 
resources to promote the new, 
‘traditional’ culture. Traditionalists 
needed to have big families too, and 


minority interest groups to work out strategies to 
develop an impact. Traditionalists must also use the 
internet, and reject the mainstream media, which is in 
the hands of either the left or the ‘quisling right’. 
Kersey concluded by speculating that, should this 
network be created, its moment will come in the future, 
though probably beyond his own lifetime. Dissent will 
eventually spill over, he claimed, as he evoked an image 
of the coming revolution. At this point, the energies of 
the activist network created by Traditional Britain and 
related groups would be able to seize the moment, and 
channel dissent onto developing a new order. Specifics 
were unclear, and the issue of whether he was 
endorsing a level of violence in the final overthrow of 
the current socio-political structure was left ambiguous. 


Radical Voices 

It is important to stress that the voices who contributed 
to the event were diverse, and in many ways Kersey's 
call for a broad range of ‘traditionalists’ was epitomised 
by the British-based far right ideologue Alex Kurtagic. 
His activism largely takes the form of artistic expression, 
and his output includes a novel, Mister, published in 
2009, alongside several albums, original artwork for 
covers for books published by the Arktos publishing 
house, and a range of essays in extremist publications 
such as Alternative Right, which he also used to co-edit. 
As such, Kurtagi€ epitomises the intellectualised, 
transnational trends within this milieu, and has 
contributed to an array of edited books, and most 


draw upon tactics em ployed by other writer and far-right ideologue Alex Kurtagi¢

recently an article in the counter-cultural journal Radix. 
This special edition of Radix is titled ‘The Great Erasure’, 
and its contributors argue that ‘white’ culture used to 
dominate the world, but now is decimated by ‘black 
and brown’, who are the new colonisers destroying 
‘white’ traditions. 

His talk at the Traditional Britain conference, titled 
‘Wanted: A Moral Critique of Egalitarianism’, again 
underscored the themes raised by the politics of the 
Traditional Britain group. In a sophisticated delivery, he 
concluded that activists did not need any more facts or 
statistics to prove them right, but rather they needed 
to feel morally righteous in their convictions, and had 
to start to act fearlessly. Intriguingly, this would enable 
a new society to undertake what he described as a 
‘good dose of roundup’, after which something new 
could be planted — a point that got a good laugh from 
the audience. 

He continued by stressing that all this was not about 
degrading people, but rather was simply about fully 
promoting respect for difference and uniqueness. This 
phrasing, typical of De Benoist's differentialist racism 
theme, is quite typical of the New Right. Unsurprisingly, 
then, the slick Kurtagié is known within the more 
radical, neo-fascist circles of the IONA London Forum 
too, a gathering he addressed earlier in 2013. 

Kurtagi€ sits within a wider grouping of figures that 
use a cultural discourse to promote essentially white 
supremacist themes, albeit in a more coded, nuanced 
manner. Another such figure here is Richard Spencer,

Britain conference 


Director of the National Policy Institute think-tank, 
based in America, and founder and former co-editor, 
with Kurtagi¢, of Alternative Right. Spencer spoke to 
the Traditional Britain conference on ‘Why We Need 
Europe’. Echoing Lauder-Frost earlier in the day, his talk 
also concluded by evoking the idea of a continuous 
‘race’ of Europeans, consisting of Germans, Slavs and 
Latin people, a force which is in a constant, organic 
state of growth and development that stretches back 
millennia. Moreover, from this he stressed that race is 
how ‘we’ should make ‘our’ ‘friend and enemy’ 
distinction. For example, he suggested that Muslims 
are attacking ‘us’ not because of any other reason than 
the fact that ‘we’ are ‘white’. So, he surmised from 
this, if you accept that your ‘enemy’ sees you as an 
enemy race, then this legitimises your own racial 
awareness. 

Intriguingly, Spencer's solution was to develop a 
common European identity, not in the model of the 
European Union, but rather in a more intellectual way. 
He suggested forging a commonly held sense of 
European identity, one that recognises that figures from 
European high culture, spanning Dostoyevsky, Plato and 
Shakespeare, are part of a common attitude that by 
definition is also white. He even concluded by 
suggesting, wilfully provocatively it has to be said, that 
the current generation of Eurocrats might even be 
‘useful idiots’, who are capable of setting up a broad 
infrastructure for a ‘racial and civilizational super state’ 
that could then be seized upon by traditionalists. 


Generation Identity 

A more worrying reference point 
than Spencer's frivolous conclusion 
came with the address by Markus 
Willinger, leading light of the 
Generation Identity movement. | 
have discussed the politics of the 
charismatic Willinger in the last issue 
of Searchlight. Willinger, still a 
student, was a less impressive 
performer at this conference, losing 
his place at several points during his 
speech. But he had a fair hearing and 
people liked his ideas and clear 
passion. Usually, he is a more fluent 
talker, such as when addressing a 
recent London IONA Forum event. 
He ended by talking about the 
inspiration that can be drawn from 
the direct action carried out by the 
Generation Identity movement. 

His basic question was: what must 
young people do now? To address 
this, he talked about the need to 
develop a new form of politics by 
drawing on the ideas developed by 
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the radical left, and epitomised by the 1968 generation. 
He also evoked the ideas of Antonio Gramsci, and like 
Kersey highlighted the need for creating a cultural 
consensus for radical change before promoting a politics 
to achieve this ultimate goal. This employment of 
Gramsci's ideas for establishing a culture sympathetic to 
a revolution is another hallmark of the New Right, 
pioneered by De Benoist. 

More so than other contributions, the language here 
was also very one much of not merely defining 
enemies, but also fighting them directly. These enemies 
were primarily the political left, who all European 
‘traditionalists’ should unite in opposing in any way 
possible. His talk evoked how such ‘traditionalists’ 
genuinely believe they are surrounded by enemies, and 
so feel the need to attack in response. He also, 
interestingly, highlighted his frustrations with the 
achievements of far right politicians in landing punches 
on the enemy, as he sees it. He critiqued his home 
country of Austria, and its experience of having a series 
of leading far right politicians, such as Jorg Haider. Yet 
despite this political success, Willinger stressed that the 
Austrian Freedom Party and its breakaway grouping 
had achieved next to nothing substantive. Immigration 
still occurred. 

He concluded in stirring fashion, and highlighted that 
‘we are in the same sate as the left was fifty years ago’. 
Drawing lessons from the 1968 generation, he claimed 
that they felt the need to be radical, attack, and march 
through the existing institutions, in order to 
fundamentally change them. Drawing on this legacy, he 
too promoted a street politics, one of action. He gave 
the examples of the occupation of the mosque at 
Poitiers in 2012 by the French Generation Identity 
movement, to cheers from the crowd, followed by its 
storming of the French Socialist Party's headquarters in 
2013. He made clear that the UK lacked a fully-fledged 
Identity Movement, but he hoped that the conference 
and the Traditional Britain group could help him 
develop the cause in this country. 

A sense of political theatre ended the proceedings, 
and Willinger's talk concluded with him unfurling a flag 
for the Generation Identity movement, to much 
applause from the audience. The flag bore the logo 
used on shields in Ancient Sparta, so now evoking 
pagan memories of Greece as part of the theme of 
‘tradition’. Members of the audience under 30 were 
even invited to come up and touch the flag. 


The Radicalising influence of 

Generation Identity 

A sense of the radicalism underpinning Generation 
Identity, even among its small base of UK activists, can 
be found on postings on its own Facebook site. Here, 
among other telling material that underscored the 
radicalism found in this group, one clearly related to the 
Traditional Britain organisation, one finds a video setting 
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out the need for a revolution in Britain. Tellingly, it is 
also reproduced on the Stormfront message board. 

This piece of Generation Identity propaganda again 
evokes themes entirely compatible with the views of 
Traditional Britain, albeit in a more radical tenor. The 
video is voiced by an ominous sounding narrator, and 
presents the left as seizing cultural and moral power in 
the west in the early post-war period, while also 
decrying the impact of immigration. It concludes in 
rather an overblown way by claiming that ‘We must 
awaken our spiritual identity, that undefeatable power 
that binds us together as a race and as a nation’. 

This quasi-religious theme of a spiritual rebirth of the 
race is central to fascist ideology, and indicative of the 
extremism fizzing within the Generation Identity 
movement. It continues by claiming that contemporary 
society, ‘languished in the material filth’ while we 
‘neglected our souls’. As a solution, it stresses that the 
movement wants a revolution to ‘do away with both 
capitalism and socialism’, and claims that these forces 
are ‘used to make a whore of Britannia’. 


The Future for Traditional Britain 

What to make of Traditional Britain? This is a difficult 
question. On the one hand, they have some powerful 
ideas, and some dedicated activists too, such as 
Lauder-Frost. On the other, they have set themselves 
high ambitions, and developing a national counter- 
cultural network will not be easy. Though we are not 
likely to see this ever fully come to fruition, what is 
more plausible is for the group to develop into a more 
sustained organisation in certain hot-spots, which 
currently seem to be London, Essex, Norwich, and 
potentially the North East. In its more established 
settings, potentially it will be able to extend its reach, 
and help feed radical ideas, such as the genuinely 
fascist themes espoused by Generation Identity, into 
such localities. 

Moreover, the group wants to be more than an 
inward looking network. Rather, it wants to develop 
links with existing organisations, which is a sensible 
aspiration if it is to develop a wider impact. Aside from 
its links with Generation Identity, and telling of this 
inter-connectivity with broadly similar groupings, it is 
worth noting that Robin Tilbrook of the English 
Democrats also gave a talk at the group's October 
2013 conference. 

Yet such linkups can draw out differences too. 
Tilbrook's promotion of Englishness seemed to be at 
odds with Traditional Britain's focus on Britishness. To 
unpack this, Tilbrook in his talk suggested that it is the 
English, not the Scots or the Welsh, who are the most 
Europhobic. So they should be targeted to develop an 
anti-EU political agenda. Tilbrook's was a far less 
ideological speech than others, and was actually quite 
dull, focusing on examining various forms of survey 
data to draw out his core theme of the English as 


uniquely anti-European, and therefore to be lauded by 
the Traditional Britain Group. So the presence of 
Tilbrook, who is personally friendly with Lauder-Frost, 
offers us an example of the networking within other 
nationalist groupings that occurs at such conferences, 
and is actively encouraged by Traditional Britain as it 
tries to develop its impact. Moreover, its ambiguous 
relationship with UKIP is also interesting to consider 
here. Potentially, we could see the group emerging as 
one holding an informal sway over localised sections 
of the more radical activists found within UKIP's 
support base. 


A Very British Extremism? 
Only time will tell whether Traditional Britain will 
survive and grow, or wither on the vine. It has 
stumbled largely unnoticed for over a decade, but 
seems now to want to emerge into something grander. 
As it does so, it may find it creates a relevance for its 
small network by establishing itself more fully as a 
clearing house for radical ideas being developed 
internationally, which can then be fed into British ultra- 
patriotic politics. On the other hand, the group's 
engagement with complex, mystical thinkers like Julius 
Evola, or its praise for extreme antisemites such as 
Corneliu Codreanu, may result in a reputation for a 
pompous — and often when pushed conceptually weak 
— intellectualism that many pragmatic British activists 
may well find more alienating than inspiring. 

To sum up, it is also worth stressing that what

English Democrats leader Robin Tilbrook 


Traditional Britain is up to is nothing new. The historian 
Dan Stone wrote a book called Breeding Superman, 
exploring the theme of what he dubbed ‘the extremes 
of Englishness', a phrase he used to focus attention on 
various, largely marginalised ideologues who formed 
intellectual circles for importing radical, continental 
ideas, such as those of Nietzsche, into early twentieth 
century Britain. Here, Stone stressed that, despite 
developing a wide variety of non-English reference 
points, such protagonists were also figures blending 
continental radicalism with markedly British traditions, 
to evoke sweeping new perspectives, the ‘extremes’ of 
Englishness. In practice, many of these fringe 
ideologues were often very close to continental fascism 
too. The Traditional Britain Group is a sort of modern 
day incarnation of this phenomenon. It blurs British 
and European trends in neo-fascist, ‘traditionalist’ and 
conservative ideology, but tries to offer a genuinely 
‘British’ variant of these ideas too. 

While it may remain a talking shop, some of the 
ideas it helps to promote are more radical than others. 
Indeed, as we can see with the influence of Generation 
Identity on the group, this includes the idealisation of 
an aggressive, targeted direct action politics steeped in 
a culture romanticising violent and symbolic 
confrontations with existing authority. If this more 
extremist strand within the counter-culture generated 
by Traditional Britain takes off, then it could come to 
have a more significant role to play in the upcoming 
political fortunes of the far right in the UK.

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THE NEW RIGHT group was founded on 12 December 2004. It 
seeks to unite the various and disparate strands of the British far 
right. It has held 48 meetings to date. It has been addressed by 
National Socialists, Holocaust deniers, antisemites, racists, 
pagans, heathens and nationalists of one description or another. 

The lona London Forum was founded in August 2011 as a 
breakaway from the New Right. It took its name from a quasi- 
intellectual nationalist cultural society and think-tank, IONA 
(Islands of the North Atlantic), which existed from 1985 until 
1989. It has held 16 meetings to date. Many of its speakers 
also speak at the New Right group's meetings. 

Meetings are often very long, with individual speakers 
holding forth for an hour or more to develop their subject- 
matter and arguments. Proceedings are therefore not aimed at 


the far-right street thugs or those with only a superficial 
interest in political theory. 

It is these two groups that are in the vanguard of the 
development of modern fascist ideology in the UK. They, 
together with others including the Traditional Britain Group, 
also provide a forum for fascists and national socialists to 
foster links with the ultra-conservative right and some 
supporters of the UK Independence Party. 

The New Right group and lona London Forum do not seek 
publicity for their meetings, and venues are only disclosed at 
the last moment, though Searchlight last year published a list of 
their regular venues. We have produced this list of the speakers 
at their meetings as a service to our readers, to shine light upon 
the direction of thinking of Britain's fascist intellectuals.

THE FOLLOWING SIX pages provide graphical information 
about the state of Britain's far-right and racist organisations 
currently and in comparison with past years. 

When | joined Searchlight in May 1964 one of my first 
assignments was to try to establish what the size and strength 
of the far right was. At the time the main active groups were 
the British National Party (a different organisation from the 
present BNP, which was formed in 1982), the League of 
Empire Loyalists, the National Socialist Movement and its 
splinter the Greater Britain Movement, and the Racial 
Preservation Society, which was then spreading nationwide. | 
expected that counting all the tiny groups as well, | would get 
to a total of about 30. In fact | found over 100 groups. 

Given some of these consisted of two head-bangers and a 
dog. But others were hardline racial eugenics advocates, in 
some cases led by academics and national socialists who had 
international connections, including with the creators of the 
apartheid state in South Africa, and with a German academic 
who had directly benefited in his academic career from the 
horrific experiments conducted in Auschwitz by Dr Josef 
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Searchlight's January 2013 issue listed over 110 active groups 


Mengele and other SS doctors in the death camps. One of 
the best known racial eugenics groups internationally was 
the Northern League, in which Colonel Gayre and Roger 
Pearson were among the leading lights. 

In the January 2013 issue of Searchlight we listed over 110 
organisations and divided them into three categories, which 
we covered in greater detail. The first consisted of those far- 
right groups that were either well established or had been seen 
as having prospects. We reported that the British Freedom 
Party, which some, though not us, had thought would 
overtake the BNP, was already all but dead. We correctly did 
not expect the British Democratic Party to go anywhere. We 
predicted that the English Defence League would splinter, 
though no one could foresee the departure of its two leaders 
in October. We also looked at the “fringe of the fringe” — 
groups such as the openly Nazi British Movement and the 
Islamophobic street thugs of the Infidels — and finally the ultra- 
right conservative-type and English nationalist groups. 

Over the following six pages, we have tried to 
demonstrate the structure and links of the far right in 
diagrammatic form (pages 28-31), and reproduced, on pages 
26-27, a chart of the far rightthat we published in 
Searchlight 25 years ago for comparison. Neither diagram 
reflects the full range of these groups, which would have 
required far more pages. 

The results demonstrate the importance of Searchlight’s 
continued interest in the extremist think-tanks that coalesce 
around the New Right group, the lona London Forum and 
the Bloomsbury Forum. It is in their meetings that far-right 
ideology is developed, which is why we have listed all the 
meetings of the first two on pages 21 to 24. Some of these 
groups have their roots in the late 1970s and early 1980s as 
our earlier chart shows. 

Our pursuit of the political offspring of the powerful ultra- 
Tory hate groups of the late 1970s and the 1980s was 
criticised by one campaigner who said it was a waste of 
effort. But Searchlight is proud to state that we were spot on 
with our analysis. The Traditional Britain Group, a nest of 
ultra-Tories, fascists, national socialists, Islamophobes, 
dissident traditionalist Catholics, Jew-haters and racists, are 
descendants of the once powerful Monday Club and the US 
terror group Western Goals UK section. Late last year they 
announced that they are moving on towards becoming a 
national organisation with regional and branch structures. 

Knowledge increases strength. We hope that these charts 
and the articles in this issue of Searchlight will arm anti- 
fascists and anti-racists with the information they need to 
campaign effectively against the far right in the coming 
elections in May and in their communities and wherever 
racists and fascists are active. We also hope to increase 
awareness of the threat these people and groups represent: 
evidenced for example by the growing number of criminal 
convictions of fascists for crimes ranging from disseminating 
hate on the internet through to murder and arson. 
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HISTORIANS USE CONCEPTS in their 
research. Some are obvious, such as 
race, class and gender, whereas others 
are more esoteric, including notions of 
culture and participative spaces. New 
concepts are always welcome because 
they provide another tool via which we 
can understand the ‘foreign country’ 
that is the past. In December, 
Northumbria, Durham and York 
Universities collaborated to produce a 
workshop on the concepts of ‘integrity 
and activism’. Cynics may think these 
strange concepts for historians of the 
Conservative Party to use, but they 
would be wrong. Notions of integrity 
have informed Conservative activism 
since the party's formation, and it is a 
consistent theme in its relationship with 
the extreme right. That is because 
arguments about ‘integrity’ are 
prevalent in extremist organisations. 
Nowhere is this truer than in the 
attempted coup by a dissident neo-Nazi 
group within the Society of Saint Pius X 


SSPX founder Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre 


(SSPX), which Searchlight recently 
highlighted.’ How, then, does the 
concept of ‘integrity’ help us 
understand better the SSPX, and those 
that seek to control it? 

For followers of SSPX, integrity 
towards the sacrament of the Mass lies 
at the heart of their disagreement with 
the papacy. The Society's founder, 
Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre, tapped a 
rich vein of discontent among the 
faithful towards the Second Vatican 
Council's findings (1962-5), especially 
the decision to replace the Tridentine 
Mass with a new Roman Rite that 
provides for active participation of the 
people and is widely celebrated in 
vernacular languages. For SSPX 
followers, it is their integrity in 
conforming to the traditional form of 
worship and beliefs, and thus the 
correct route to salvation, that drives 
their actions. There is no question that 
SSPX followers genuinely hold these 
beliefs. There are questions, however, 
about the nature and consequences of 
this integrity. 

The second definition of integrity in 
the Oxford Dictionary, i.e. ‘the state of 
being whole and undivided',? allows us 
to construct an argument that the SSPX 
possesses integrity. It adheres to ideas 
that the Catholic Church espoused for 
nearly two millennia, and therefore 
responsibility for any division rests with 
those perpetrating it, which in regard 
to the Second Vatican Council means 
the papacy. Obviously, such an 
argument is questionable, especially in 
a faith that professes its indivisibility 
and the infallibility of its leader. If such 
an argument questions the institutional 
integrity of the SSPX, however, where 
then does that leave the followers of 
‘The Mission’, the group that plotted to 
take control of the SSPX in Britain 
during the summer, and thus caused 
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greater division? Is it simply a matter of 
doctrinal integrity trumping institutional 
integrity for both groups? Additionally, 
does the ‘doctrinal integrity’ that they 
both claim to possess leave their overall 
integrity beyond doubt, or do their 
other actions and beliefs limit it? 

The answer becomes evident when 
applying the more commonly meant 
definition of integrity found in the 
Oxford Dictionary: ‘the quality of being 
honest and having strong moral 
principles.’ ‘Honesty’ is a problematic 
concept at the best of times. Virtually 
everybody sees himself or herself as 
‘honest’, including followers of SSPX 
and The Mission. We should accept 
that they genuinely hold the views they 
espouse. They have an ‘integrity of 
viewpoint’. What is less acceptable is 
the idea that ‘strong moral principles’ 
shape this integrity. This is because it is 
principles of ‘right and wrong’ that 
shape morality. Whilst we might accept 
the presence of a subjective element in 
right and wrong, there are some beliefs 
and actions that only the mad or bad 
would espouse. 


For both organisations, antisemitism 
and support for fascist groups is plain 
wrong. The figurehead of The 
Resistance, Bishop Richard Williamson 
has, on numerous occasions, voiced his 
belief in Jewish attempts at world 
domination, described them as ‘the 
enemies of Christ’, and downplayed 
the extent of the Holocaust. Other 
followers of SSPX have claimed a 
factual basis for the blood libel, and 
claimed that the Antichrist will be 
Jewish. It will come as no surprise to 
those who investigate the far right, 
therefore, that SSPX representatives 
have endorsed the notorious forgery 
The Protocols of the Elders of Zion.’ 

How can it be morally principled to 
give credence to the ‘blood libel’, a 
belief used to justify persecution of 
Jews for centuries, culminating in the 
Holocaust? On 12 February 2009, 
Pope Benedict XVI branded the 
Holocaust ‘a crime against God and 
humanity’, and showed the lack of 
integrity of Holocaust denial by stating, 
‘It is beyond question that any denial 
or minimisation of this terrible crime is 
intolerable and altogether 
unacceptable’. In deeds, too, the 
SSPX's morality is dubious. It gave 
shelter to the Nazi collaborator Paul 
Touvier, and support to France's Front 
National. More recently, the SSPX tried 
to perform a full requiem mass for the 
Nazi war criminal Erich Priebke. It 
would seem, therefore, that the 
doctrinal integrity of the SSPX and The 
Mission is a cloak for a negative type of 
integrity, or, put more simply, 
immorality. 

Nor is doctrinal integrity the only 
cloak they use. Despite opposing 
Liberalism and Modernism, some are 
quite prepared to use some of their 
basic tenets to propagate their immoral 
views. On 8-10 November, Bishop 
Williamson attended a ‘Free Speech 
Conference’ in Austin, Texas. This 
sounds laudable, until you realise who 
organised it and what they stand for. 
The American Free Press (AFP) is a 
weekly publication founded by a racial 
theorist, Willis Carto. The Southern 
Poverty Law Center and the Anti- 
Defamation League are among the 
organisations condemning AFP's 
contributors as antisemites, such as 
Michael Collins Piper, and racial 
nationalists, such as James Edwards and

Arthur Jones. Carto and Piper were also 
at the AFP's conference. Other 
unsavoury characters present include 
Ingrid Zundel, for whom the German 
government issued an arrest warrant in 
2005 for Holocaust denial, and Mark 
Dankof, the Lutheran pastor infamous 
for antisemitic attacks. Perhaps the 
most colourful attendee was the writer 
Texe Marrs, among whose wackier 
conspiracy theories include the framing 
of the Oklahoma Bomber Timothy 
McVeigh and President George W. 


Bush's involvement in a black mass 
under the Great Pyramid celebrating 
the new millennium. One might 
wonder about the integrity of their 
sanity, but, more pertinently, the 
integrity of Bishop Williamson's 
Catholicism is at question by 
associating with such people: is it just a 
fig leaf for other, less reputable views? 
It appears, therefore, that there is a 
fault line running through the integrity 
of the SSPX. Its institutional and 
doctrinal integrity is undermined by an

immorality that will always question its 
overall integrity. This same immorality 
questions the integrity of Williamson's 
followers in The Mission, which is 
already dubious due to their neo-Nazi 
antecedents and racist actions and 
comments, which the earlier 
Searchlight highlighted.° Fortunately, 
there is some good news for the festive 
season in that area. 

Our revelation of The Mission's use 
of council property seems to have had 
an impact. Former National Front (NF) 
member Michael Fishwick has not 
posted anything on Catholic websites 
for a while. Maybe his superiors have 
given him a stern warning to desist his 
activities. Gregory Taylor, teacher of 
Latin at the London Oratory School, 
has taken down those pages of The 
Recusant website that gave details of 


The Mission's masses. Our article might 


have led to a few questions from the 
authorities. That does not mean that 
The Mission are not holding masses; 
our information is that they are, but 
being very careful about who receives 
notification of them. Perhaps the need 
for secrecy outweighs integrity! They 


are still also seeking donations, with the 


address for these donations tracking 
back to the home of the BNP 
supporting Alun Rowland. 

Whether this shows integrity by 
Taylor et al is hard to tell. They 


certainly did not feel secure enough in 
their convictions to answer the 
questions posed in the article. Nor has 
there been a response to the offer to 
meet and discuss their actions. This is a 
pity. Academic integrity would mean 
that any historian or political scientist 
who met the people Searchlight has 
highlighted would have to represent 
their views honestly. The invitation 
remains open. In the meantime, why 
not refresh our memories about the 
longstanding integrity of these 
individuals to their views. 

Sources inform us that one of the 
attendees at The Mission's trip to 
Walsingham was a Mr Dennis Whiting. 
He looks inoffensive, and being a 
retired librarian does not add to his far 
right credentials. In fact, though, Mr 
Whiting's far right credentials go back a 
long way. In the 1950s, Whiting joined 
the League of Empire Loyalists, a group 
led by A K Chesterton, who would 
form the National Front in 1967, and 
containing many fascist and neo-Nazi 
leaders of the future, such as John 
Bean, John Tyndall, Martin Webster 
and Colin Jordan. Whiting became the 
NF's Organiser for its Canterbury 
branch in 1978, and its parliamentary 
candidate for Maidstone at the 1979 
general election. Thereafter, Whiting 
joined Tyndall's New National Front, 
which in 1982 became the British 
National Party (BNP), and stood as a 
BNP candidate in local and county 
council elections for them as recently as 
2010.

Once 
more, integrity and activism seem to go 
hand-in-hand. 

Fortunately, as is usual among those 
blessed with the gift of absolute 
certainty, it seems that there are 
tensions over the correct way forward 
for The Mission. We understand that a 
Fr Pfeiffer and a Fr Hewko are 
pressurising Williamson to consecrate 
Pfeiffer a bishop, but it seems that he is 
not that keen to elevate someone else 
to his status. Hopefully, they will waste 
their time fighting each other. More 
worrying is news that Frs Pfeiffer and 
Hewko have formed their own 
seminary on the farmstead belonging 
to Pfeiffer's parents. We are not sure 
who the teachers at this ‘seminary’ are,

but news has reached us that a Fr 
Marshall Roberts is involved with it. Is 
this the Fr Marshall Roberts expelled in 
1993 from the Institute of Christ the 
King in Italy for his pursuit of a younger 
seminarian?® Fr Roberts was one of 
Williamson's followers when the bishop 
was Rector at St Thomas Aquinas 
Seminary in Winona, Minnesota, from 
1988 to 2003. During this time, 
Roberts joined the Society of St John, 
which the Bishop of Scranton 
disbanded for, among other sins, ‘moral 
turpitude’, which in this case was a 
euphemism for pederasty. Can one 
have ‘integrity of sexual proclivity’? 

Using the concept of integrity has 
indeed allowed us to draw some 
conclusions about SSPX and The 
Mission. They possess various types of 
integrity. However, it seems that these 
different types do not carry equal 
weight. Integrity towards specific views 
seems a constant feature of both 
groups. What is beyond question, until 
those involved can prove otherwise, is 
the lack of integrity at the core of these 
views.

Solidarity with Greek anti-fascists 


ANTI-FASCIST ACTIVISTS gathered 
outside the Greek Embassy on 11 
December to show their solidarity 
and support for three Greek 
journalists who were about to go on 
trial in Athens charged with 
defaming members of the Nazi 
Golden Dawn party. 

The protesters included members 
of Unite Against Fascism, the 
National Union of Teachers, the 
Socialist Workers Party and the 
Greek Socialist Workers Party (SEK). 

Journalist Katerina Thoidou, 
publisher Tasos Anastasiades and 
editor Panos Garganas of Ergatiki 
Allileghii (Workers' Solidarity), 
SEK's weekly paper, were accused of 
defamation by a lawyer who is on 
the payroll of a Golden Dawn MP. 
Articles in Ergatiki Allileghii 
exposed the neo-Nazi inspired 
campaign against the right of 
second generation immigrants to 
Greek citizenship. The law under 
which the proceedings have been 
brought is infamous in Greece as a 
“free press killer” law. 


Speaking at the demonstration, 
UAF joint national organiser Weyman 
Bennett pointed out that fascist and 
Nazi parties throughout Europe are 
now looking to Golden Dawn for 
inspiration and that these parties 
have built links, including through the

NICK GRIFFIN HAS rushed to reassure British National Party 
members that the party's funds are not affected by his 
bankruptcy and that it will not stop him standing again for the 
European Parliament in May. But as usual he is not being 
entirely truthful. 

While it is true that legislation passed under the last Labour 
Government removed the bar on bankrupts standing for elected 
office, the party may be hard-pressed to mount what its leader 
promised would be “the most effective campaign ever yet 
launched by the British National Party”. Despite Griffin's 
declaration that BNP funds are “completely unaffected" by the 
order, provisions in the party constitution would seem to give 
the bankruptcy trustee recourse to party assets. 

Griffin was declared bankrupt on 2 January in the Welshpool 
County Court, owing nearly £120,000, as a result of an action 
brought by Gilbert Davies & Partners, the solicitors who acted 
for Griffin and the BNP when the Commission for Equality and 
Human Rights (CEHR) took action in 2009 over racial 
discrimination in the party constitution. At the time party 
membership was only open to white people.. 

The long drawn out proceedings were one of many issues 
that prompted accusations of poor decision-making and 
financial mismanagement against Griffin, contributing 
significantly to the party's internal disputes and mass exodus 
of activists and officers. 

Griffin habitually falls out with his legal advisers and 
representatives, and he and Gilbert Davies, who advertise 
themselves as conveyancing specialists, soon parted company. 
Whether it was because of his unreasonable demands or 
because he hoped that by sacking them he would not have to 
pay their fees is unclear. Griffin claims that he has “good 
grounds for multiple claims against Gilbert Davies & Partners for 
professional negligence” and that he is appealing against the 
original judgement that made him liable for outstanding fees. 

In an attempt to distance the party from liability, the BNP 
describes Gilbert Davies merely as having represented Griffin. 
In fact the CEHR proceedings were brought against Griffin, 
Tanya Jane Lumby and Simon Darby “as officers of and on 
behalf of the members of the BNP”, as the relevant legal 
documents show. The BNP is constituted as an unincorporated 
association, which makes it difficult to pursue legal action 
against the party as such. But clearly Griffin engaged Gilbert 
Davies in his capacity of party chairman. At the time, Lumby 
was the BNP's nominating officer and Darby its treasurer. 


Chairman's indemnity 

Strangely the text of the BNP constitution has been removed 
from the party's website. However we have a copy of the 
document published on 15 July 2011 in which paragraph 6.22 
states that the chairman is entitled to be indemnified out of 
party funds against all costs incurred by him “in the execution 
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Griffin bankruptcy 


of or arising out of or in connection with his or her duties or 
the exercise of his or her powers”. Defending action by the 
CEHR over the BNP's constitution is quite clearly a matter 
arising from his chairmanship. 

When a person is made bankrupt, he has to declare all his 
assets to the person appointed as his bankruptcy trustee, who 
then has to sell or realise those assets for the benefit of the 
creditors. A right to recover costs is an asset. Griffin must 
declare it and the trustee has a duty to pursue the BNP for the 
money to which Griffin is entitled. If the BNP fails to 
cooperate, a court would have the right to appoint a receiver 
of the BNP’s assets or to wind the party up. 

That right may be Griffin's only asset. His house has been 
reported to be in the name of his wife Jacqueline but the title 
deed we obtained in May 2008 for the property in Llanerfyl, 
Welshpool, where he lives, showed the owners as Jennifer 
Susan Burgoine and John David Burgoine, most likely relatives 
of Mr or Mrs Griffin. 

Griffin might have to enter into an Income Payments 
Agreement to make monthly payments out of his €95,000 
(£79,500) MEP's salary, although that income will end when 
inevitably he fails to get re-elected. His chances of retaining his 
seat in the European Parliament were already nearly non- 
existent before his bankruptcy and the declaration by Paul 
Golding, leader of the rival far-right Britain First party, that he 
would oppose Griffin in the North West region in the election. 

This is the second time Griffin has been made bankrupt. 
Ludicrously he has declared that the experience has made him 
better able to advise constituents with financial difficulties and 
he will be producing “an advice booklet on dealing with 
debt". How come he didn't learn anything the first time? 

It is understood that Griffin and/or the BNP have other 
outstanding legal and employment tribunal debts. The party's 
2012 accounts included a provision for unpaid legal expenses 
of £112,000 but it is not known what was included and what 
Griffin told the auditors about the likelihood of payment being 
enforced. The BNP has been kept going financially by a few 
large legacies, but awaits a High Court decision regarding a 
large sum left by someone who was not a permissible donor 
under electoral law. 

Searchlight has investigated the BNP's financial irregularities 
and difficulties for many years. We wrote a report for the 
House of Commons in December 2007 and helped produce a 
BBC radio File on 4 documentary on the BNP's finances 
broadcast in February 2008. We have exposed the BNP’s 
fundraising for equipment and costs that have never been 
properly accounted for, and the incompetence of its short- 
lived national treasurers — six held the office from June 2008 to 
October 2010. We have extensively analysed the BNP's 
accounts and revealed the true state of the party. We will 
continue to shine a light into the fascist party's murky depths.

FIRST LET ME THANK all those Searchlight readers and 
supporters who helped make our Moving Forward conference 
on 16 November a success. Without the involvement of the 
Trade Union Congress, the South East Region of the TUC, 
Unite and the NUT it might not have got off the ground. Their 
help was not financial but consisted of publicising the 
conference among their members and contacts. Special thanks 
must go to the President of the TUC, Mohammad Taj, who 
stayed on from the first session, in which he was on the panel, 
until the close of play. 

When we started organising the conference, we were 
certainly over ambitious in expecting more than 200 people to 
attend. In the event we had 120 people during the course of 
what was a lively and instructive day plus another 30 mostly 
different people at our benefit evening afterwards. 

Although our pre-conference publicity explained how the 
day would proceed, | think a few participants were surprised 
that we did not hold an opening session where the audience 
were spoken down to by a panel of specialists and then sent 
off into breakout groups. Our decision to hold four sessions on 
different topics, with time for questions and contributions from 
the floor, worked very well. Many people told us afterwards 
that this was the best organised conference they had attended 
for a long time, because everyone could go to all the sessions 
rather than have to choose between them, as often happens. 


This unwelcome guest, previously seen taking photos of anti-fascists for the EDL, 
was politely asked to leave 
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Searchlight was keen for people to come from all over the 
country but we accept that the cost of travel in times of 
austerity made it difficult for many. Some anti-fascists did 
come from the North West, North East, Birmingham, the West 
Country, Norfolk, the East Midlands and the Home Counties, 
plus an overseas panellist from the Greek Resistance 
Movement. 

Every participant received a copy of our conference 
brochure which contained an introduction covering the most 
recent, and worrying, developments on the extreme right, the 
programme for the day, information about all the speakers 
and a page about Trade Union Friends of Searchlight's work 
with the trade union movement. We hope an audio recording 
of the conference will be available soon. 

We maintained security, turning away one person who we 
established, when he registered, was a member of not only 
two far-right groups but also a London branch of the Labour 
Party. We also removed a man and woman seen previously 
taking photos of anti-fascists on behalf of the EDL. There 
remains a strong suspicion that they are State assets. We are 
grateful to our security team who supplied our conference 
security team with photos of EDL photographers. We rejected 
applications to attend from two other people from an 
organisation that recently described anti-fascist activists as 
“scabs”. 

The conference was opened by the veteran anti-fascist and 
trade unionist Dan Jones, son of one of the leading British 
prosecutors at the Nuremberg War Crimes Trials in 1946 and 
of Pearl Binder, a famous artist and anti-fascist in the pre-war 
fight against Nazism and fascism. Dan works with Amnesty 
and helps keep alive the history of East London's working class 
community. 

The opening session on “the role of the trade unions in 
resisting fascism and racism" strongly reflected the 
strengthening role of the TUC and local trade councils in hot 
spots around the country. The TUC's national work plan for 
2014 not only looks at tackling the enemy in the workplace 
but now calls on trade unionists to take part in public counter 
demonstrations against far-right groups such as the EDL. This 
more hands-on approach went down well with the audience. 

Our speakers in this session were Megan Dobney, Regional 
Secretary of SERTUC; Kay Carberry, Assistant General 
Secretary of the TUC and previously the first head of the 
TUC's Equal Rights Department, set up in 1988; Mohammad 
Taj, the first Asian President of the TUC who sat on the 
Commission looking into the causes of the Bradford riots of 
1995; Jo Rust, Secretary of King's Lynn and District Trades 
Council; and Cathy Pound, Searchlight's trade union liaison

officer and long-time campaigner against violence against 
women and for tenants’ rights. 

Many of us thought the second session, entitled “No 
Platform: the cornerstone of our ethical and political history” 
would be short, with all the panellists just reinforcing the 
movement status quo, but it turned into a good debate. The 
inclusion on the panel of Tim Lezard, a leading member of the 
National Union of Journalists, who do not have a No Platform 
policy but have a strong Code of Conduct, proved a wise 
choice. The discussion was chaired by Aaron Kiely of the 
National Union of Students, who has worked very closely with 
Searchlight in stopping a number of attempted meetings 
featuring fascist speakers at universities over the past couple 
of years. 

Fiyaz Mughal, the Chief Operating Officer of Faith Matters 
and Tell MAMA, which records and measures anti-Muslim 
incidents in the UK, was excellent as ever in explaining why 
the haters need to be silenced. Paul Crofts of the 
Northamptonshire Rights and Equality Council and a very long 
time friend of Searchlight was steadfastly in favour of keeping 
out the haters everywhere they raise their heads. 

Dr Matthew Feldman, who is co-director of the Centre for 
Fascist, Anti-fascist and Post-fascist studies at Teesside 
University and a close colleague of Searchlight, argued that 
the dissemination of hardline hate policies does lead to 
violence. 

Members of the audience told us afterwards that this 
session showed how a panel could get away from being 
nodding heads to people contributing from real experience to 
an ongoing debate on the question of No Platform. 

Dr Paul Jackson, our academic partner who heads 
Northampton University's Radicalism and New Media Group, 
led the third session on “education in the front line of defence 
of young people”. He was joined by David Rosenberg, a 
teacher, historian and creator of East End walks, which offers 
walking tours of the East End that reflect the religious and 
racial history of the area where Mosley was defeated in 1936, 
the battles against the National Front and British Movement 
took place 40 years ago, and more recently the EDL were 


stopped in their tracks. David told the conference about his 
work in schools on getting children interested in real history. 
At the end of the conference he led a group of participants on 
a 90 minute walk through the area. 

Paul Mackney gave the conference the benefit of his long 
experience as the former General Secretary of the higher 
education trade union NATFHE. Paul is an old colleague of our 
honoured late editor Maurice Ludmer and served as his 
deputy and, then his successor, as President of Birmingham 
Trades Council. Paul is now deeply engaged in the Greek 
Solidarity Campaign building support against Golden Dawn. 

From the National Union of Teachers we had Kevin 
Courtney, its deputy General Secretary, and Dominic Byrne, 
the NUT National Executive member for Outer London. 
Dominic was secretary of Barking & Dagenham NUT and was 
at the centre of the fight against the BNP in that borough for 
several years. 

Also on the panel was Sarah Soyei, a former key outreach 
member of the Show Racism the Red Card team working in 
schools, now a director of EqualiTeach, a not-for-profit 
equality and diversity training and consultancy organisation, 
specialising in the field of racism and religious intolerance. She 
has overseen the development and delivery of educational 
programmes working with over 200,000 people. These have 
included programmes of work commissioned by the 
government, Equality and Human Rights Commission, over 20 
local authorities, and private sector organisations such as 
Partnerships in Care. 

| chaired the final session on “building a stronger non- 
sectarian front of mutual support”, but came away at the end 
somewhat disappointed. | had wanted to make it a positive 
session for moving forward in the fight against the growing 
menace of the far right and had thrown the panel open to a 
broad range of points of view across the anti-fascist 
movement. However, | found some of the panellists were 
working to agendas that are now dangerously out of date. 
There is still much solid work to be done in ensuring the anti- 
fascist movement is properly informed about the nature of the 
far right today as we move into the crucial 2014 European 
election year with the rise of UKIP. 

Some of the smaller anti-fascist groups declined a place on 
the panel, but had representatives in audience. Most

disappointing was the failure, despite three approaches, to 
secure a speaker from the Communist Party. 

Steve Hart, a National Executive Officer with Unite the 
Union and Chair of Unite Against Fascism, covered a lot 
ground, but like others on the day still fails to grasp the 
current very worrying trends in the far right both here and 
abroad. He is still is only moving slowly towards recognition of 
the far-right extremism present in UKIP. 

Jo Caldwell had been invited to represent the Socialist 
Workers Party but in presenting herself to the audience failed 
to mention this. She is also highly praised for her work in 
helping to create the great We are Waltham Forest group that 
twice defeated the EDL in the borough by mobilising 
thousands of local people to stop the fascists in their tracks. 
This is one of the most successful local grass roots groups in 
the country, involving several faith groups, trade union 
branches, the Labour MP and a range of political views. 
However there was again a lack of understanding of what is 
really going on with the reshaping nationally and 
internationally of the extreme right. 

Ulrike Schmidt was elected Chair of We are Waltham Forest 
earlier this year. She brought with her from Germany, when 
she came to Britain many years ago, her hands-on experience 
of confronting the extreme right. Here she has been involved 
in specialist teaching, works with Amnesty and, with others 
has started work with migrant workers in Waltham Forest. She

is also a highly skilled cabinet maker and one of the really 
great musicians on the progressive scene. 

Bob Archer is longstanding socialist and trade unionist with 
a great track record as a teacher and NUT activist. He 
recently became Secretary of the revived Redbridge Trades 
Council. For the past eight years Bob and | have been joint 
co-ordinators of Redbridge and Epping Forest Together 
(REFT), a very broad body that successfully campaigned 
against BNP councillors who held six seats on Epping Forest 
District Council and another on Redbridge Council. We 
campaigned actively on the doorsteps of the people who had 
voted for them and they were all sent packing. REFT is a 
great example of bringing people together in a non-sectarian 
anti-fascist fight. 

Daphne Liddle provides another example of how people 
with political views that may be far apart can set their 
differences aside to fight fascism and work together on the 
fundamental things we agree on. Daphne started political life 
in the early 1960s in the Young Socialists organisation of the 
Labour Party and later moved to the Communist Party.

Golden Dawn links with 
Italian fascists

SUPPORT FOR THE GREEK GOLDEN DAWN continues to 
grow among neo-fascist groups in Italy with invitations 
extended to its members and the setting up of similar 
organisations, including Golden Dawn Italy and, more 
recently, Golden Dawn Europe, which already claims about 
5,000 members. Their nationalities are unspecified but 
presumably most are Italians. 

Two months ago it was the turn of CasaPound to hold a 
meeting at their headquarters in Rome with two leading 
members of Golden Dawn flown in from Athens. It ended 
with indications of a political alliance for the sharing of what 
was described as a “common destiny”. 

The two Greek guests of the “fascists of the Third 
Millennium", as CasaPound calls its members, were Apostolos 
Gkletsos, a former MP and member of Golden Dawn Central 
Committee, and Konstantinos Boviatsos, introduced also as a 
representative of Black Flag Radio Hellas. “Golden Dawn will 
defend Greece and the whole of Europe from Muslims", 
Gkletsos told the audience of about 300 crammed onto the 
sixth floor of the building. “We fought this war throughout 
Greek history and will continue to do so. Georgios and 
Manolis (the two militants killed in early November) are 
heroes for the white race. Our battle goes on". 

Gkletsos rejected accusations that Golden Dawn is a 
criminal organisation and received sympathy from the Deputy 
President of CasaPound, Andrea Antonini, who said the 
meeting had been arranged because “it is important to 
understand the reasons why Greek people have so 
overwhelmingly voted for this party". Antonini told the 
audience, which included members of the Third Position: “We 
share much more with Golden Dawn than just a geographical 
area. We share a political programme and probably a 
common destiny”. 

Obviously the two Greek guests were grateful to be given 
an opportunity to demonstrate that their neo-Nazi party was 
not isolated and that they were free to land in Rome, and 
form alliances with like-minded movements. CasaPound has 
branches in every major town in Italy and enjoys good 
political connections at local and national level with some 
contacts in Parliament. 

The hand of friendship extended to Golden Dawn by 
CasaPound adds to the longstanding links already established

with Forza Nuova whose leader, Roberto Fiore, promoted 
over the years exchange visits and held meetings with Nikos 
Michaloliakos, the Golden Dawn leader arrested at the end of 
last September following the fatal stabbing of the anti-racist 
rapper, Pavlos Fyssas. In June 2010 Searchlight reported on 
their meeting in Milan with a number of other Nazi-fascist 
representatives of various European groups. Fiore has since 
expressed solidarity with Michaloliakos on several occasions. 
Members of FN in Genoa picketed the local Greek consulates 
to protest at measures taken against a “perfectly legitimate 
political force alternative to the system”, while those in 
Ancona displayed a banner at the local harbour stating 
defiantly that “Forza Nuova and the Greek Golden Dawn are 
twinned”. 

Independently of FN and Casa Pound, in October 2012 an 
organisation called Alba Dorata Italia (Golden Dawn Italy) 
was set up by Alessandro Gardossi in Trieste with a flag 
reminiscent of the Third Reich and its aim “to save the best 
things done by Mussolini and Hitler". Now a separate group, 
Alba Dorata Europa (Golden Dawn Europe), has been created 
by Vincenzo Maresca as President, and Pasquale Mungari as 
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Secretary, in Pordenone, Northern Italy. Mungari is described 
as an entrepreneur who was until recently in charge of two 
private schools and president of a Pordenone football team. 

Following the successful example of CasaPound with its use 
of cultural props to recruit among students and appear 
fashionably in line with new thinking, as well as referring to 
Mussolini and Hitler, Golden Dawn Europe's website quotes 
from American “motivators” advocating the kind of 
transformation in individuals that can lead to action and 
personal affirmation, a trend that is not a million miles away 
from Julius Evola's philosophical ideas. 

Curiously, just as Golden Dawn Europe was being set up, a 
very real American motivator “capable of establishing 
organisations aiming to exterminate the black and Jewish 
races in Europe", according to the International Business 
Times, was found residing in Italy, incognito, in defiance of a 
Europe-wide ban, having been declared persona non grata in 
2009. David Duke, a former leader of the Ku Klux Klan, had 
set up home in a village in the Dolomites. Perhaps one day 
we shall know what else he was doing for one and a half 
years, apart from skiing. Don Black on the Stormfront website 
had apparently revealed that Duke had many friends in Italy 
but no one had taken much notice. 

The manifesto of Golden Dawn Europe calls for an end to 


immigration, the repatriation of immigrants, the right to 
defend one's property with weapons, an increase in the 
powers of the police and “security systems” and higher 
pensions. It follows the example of most Nazi-fascist 
movements in Italy and of Golden Dawn in Greece with a 
two-pronged strategy focusing on the one hand on topics of 
general concern, such as the price of fuel, housing shortages 
and unemployment, while at the same time intervening on 
specific problems in local areas, such as parking or the price of 
milk, down to matters affecting a single family. 

The inauguration of Golden Dawn Europe did not run 
smoothly. It should have taken place last May at a theatre in 
Naples, but local antifascists, just as they did in 2011 to object 
to the arrival of CasaPound in their town, staged a 
demonstration to stop the event. They succeeded with some 
help from the local mayor and on the strength of a petition. 
The inauguration was postponed to 14 July and moved to 
Pozzuoli, not far from Naples. But here too the antifascists 
intervened successfully. 

As a last resort, the Golden Dawn Europe organisers 
sneaked into Park Hotel Vesevus, a remote location at the 
foot of Mount Vesuvius, where the movement was officially 
declared up and running. The protesters were “rabid dogs", 
they said, unable to understand the high motives of the 
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nascent organisation devoted to re-establishing “national 
dignity” and a new “spiritual rebirth" to fight against “satanic 
oligarchies”. Mungari, is now under arrest. The official reason 
is that the two private schools he was presiding over in 
Pordenone were offering fake educational certificates to 
students who were not even bothering to attend classes. The 
schools were in receipt of public money. Was any of it used in 
the launch of Golden Dawn Europe? Investigations are 
continuing. 

While it remains important to keep an eye on the 
emergence of new neo-fascist groups, for the time being the 
Italian neo-fascist electorate will continue to channel its vote 
in the direction set by Silvio Berlusconi's party and its allies, 
such as the Northern League. The exit of the television tycoon 
has not changed the political landscape. The historical 
revisionist trend that presents fascism as a benign force 
continues unabated. The young new leader of the Centre-Left 
Partito Democratico, Matteo Renzi, has hardly ever spoken on 
antifascism. At the forthcoming European elections we will 
see only a minute proportion of the Nazi-fascist vote going to 
parties such as FN or Fiamma Tricolore, perhaps no more than 
0.8% to 1%. The bulk of the neo-fascist vote that may be 
just as strong as Golden Dawn's in Greece will be distributed 
around under “respectable” labels hosting fascism in its 
continuing evolution.

The Searchlight website on 2 October 2013 reported on the 
opening of an exhibition about Mussolini without fascism. “Is 
it possible?” it asked. “Well, yes," it went on to explain, “as 
long as you don't show that he is the one who invented it, 
the one who gave some inspiration to Adolf Hitler, established 
a dictatorship, had dissidents assassinated or imprisoned, had 
an estimated 760,000 people killed in the invasion of Ethiopia 
(gas was used), joined the Nazis in promulgating racist laws 
and contributed to bringing about the Second World War 
which caused the death of about 50 million people? But how 
can it be done? Very simple. You amputate history. You 
mount an exhibition that stops before he did all this. What 
would be the purpose of it? Wouldn't it be a bit like mounting 
an exhibition about Darwin without evolution, or about Hitler 
without Nazism? Maybe, but it certainly can be done.” 
Searchlight looked at the video presentation of the 
exhibition that opened in Predappio, Mussolini's birthplace, 
and concluded “We learn that it stops at 1914, with plenty of 
documentation about a poor boy, born in misery, turning into 
a bit of a rebellious youth, a teacher, a newspaper editor, all in 
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Golden Dawn Europe flag on sale at €12 
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the key of a bildungsroman and no crime committed. Note 

the elegiac music that pulls at your heartstrings to make you 
feel a bit emotional about a youth with such modest origins 
(like Hitler actually) who managed to become so famous all 

over the world. 

As for the purpose of the exhibition, one of the organisers 
explained that “it should provide an idea of a rediscovery, of a 
relaunching of the figure of Mussolini, of his peculiarity". For 
sure, as long as they like violins, the thousands of Nazi- 
fascists who visit Predappio every year to pay homage to the 
dictator (and buy the fascist gadgets in the three shops in 
town) have nothing much to worry about, we wrote. 

Well, Searchlight was quoted by a local news organisation, 
ForliToday, and comments began to pour in. About 90% of 
them condemned the criticism of the exhibition and praised 
the initiative, considered by some a boost to the local tourist 
industry. In fact, the local paper, // Resto del Carlino, 
suggested there should be a road sign with Mussolini's name 
on it as a heritage attraction. A bit more of Golden Dawn on 
the horizon of Italy?

DURING THE PAST YEAR, national socialist, Klan groups and 
other white nationalists continued a small but measurable 
growth in the United States. They failed, however, to produce 
a coherent set of leaders or a meaningful structure for their 
movement. The militias re-emerged, with one militia group 
having the capacity to build and legally sell their own 
weapons. Comprehensive immigration reform, a legislative 
measure touted as a cure for the broken lives of America's 
working immigrants, passed in the Senate but has not and will 
not likely move out of the House of Representatives. And 
white racism got worse, according to poll data. 

The political situation in the United States has been like a 
tornado, with the winds blowing in every direction at once. 
There were definitely some ameliorating developments. In 
North Carolina, a statewide, multiracial coalition has emerged 
under the leadership of the NAACP. Its weekly rallies have 
aimed to protect voting rights and hum rights that are under 
attack by the state legislature. 

Further, a nationwide movement of fast food and retail 
workers at the bottom of the pay scale has been born. Initial 
organising efforts have spread to 100 cities, and there have 
been three half-day or full-day strikes so far this year. Fast 
food workers, the folks who make and sell the burgers, 
chicken and fries at places such as Burger King and 
McDonalds, are often paid minimum wages. They do not 
make enough to feed themselves and their families. They 
have suffered as Tea Party-initiated drives against food 
stamps and the social safety net have hit them hard. Now, 
established trade unions have sent organisers into the field 
and are making headway across the country. 

The trade union movement, however, is in desperate 
circumstances. Its total membership density is down to 11.3% 
of the total workforce in 2012 and falling further in 2013. 
Non-governmental private workshop density is a miserable 
6.6%, so government workers have been saving the big 
labour federations from dissolving. Tea Party drives against 
government worker union membership, however, have been 
successful in the state of Wisconsin and elsewhere. And the 
fast-food workers have not managed any widespread union 
membership as yet, although their movement has sparked 
efforts to raise the minimum wage in western Washington 
State and elsewhere. 
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Nevertheless, the strong gales out of the far right took over 
the centre at several crucial points. And this is true despite the 
Democratic Party's hold on the presidency and the Senate. 
Further, the largest social or political movement on the far 
right in 2013, just as it was in 2012, was the Tea Party 
movement. In 2013 Tea Partiers broached multiple issues, 
including opposition to unions, immigrant rights, civil rights, 
voting rights and environmentalism. But the one that most 
mobilised them on to the street was guns and gun rights. 

After the school shooting spree that left 20 children and six 
adults dead in December 2012, a relatively new Tea Party 
formation, TeaParty.Net, emerged to push against gun 
control. As IREHR reported at the time, in the first months of 
this year it flexed its muscles by sponsoring gun rights rallies 
in 118 locations in 38 states. By the end of 2013, this upstart 
Tea Party faction had approximately two million “likes” on its 
Facebook page. 

It should be noted that in the year following the Newtown 
shooting, 1,500 state gun laws were introduced, according to 
a survey by the New York Times. Only 109 of these became 
law, and 70 of them loosened gun restrictions and only 39 of 
them tightened gun laws. The gun lobby — composed of old- 
style NRA gunners, newly active Tea Partiers, and militia 
enthusiasts — had promoted a range of new state “carry” laws 
that enabled gunners in some Midwestern, Western and 
Southern states to wear their weapons to church and in 
public. And efforts to tighten background checks at gun 
shows were an abject failure. 

Further, the number and size of militia groups — defined by 
their insistence on training with weapons — grew during the 
year, according to the Southern Poverty Law Center. An 
IREHR investigation of one militia grouping, known as the 
“Threepers", revealed that Ill Arms Company, a federally 
registered (and regulated) weapons manufacturing company, 
began producing and selling AR-15 assault-style rifles and 
Model 1911 .45 calibre semi-automatic pistols. Ill Arms is part 
of an organisational and corporate militia complex with Chris 
Kerodin at the centre. They have bought a small plot of land 
in Idaho, which they have named The Citadel, and the group 
claims that 200 families have made an application to live in 
the walled township the militia-meisters will create there. No 
housing has been built there yet, although Kerodin and crew

have built a significant web of supporters during the past 
year. And the supporters are buying weapons. 

Among hard-core white nationalists, there was a slight 
uptick in Klan activity in the South, broadly defined. A rally in 
Memphis drew about 60 Klansmen and neo-Nazis, but it also 
attracted over 1,000 counter-protesters who forced the Klan 
off to the side. A small Klan event in Gettysburg was on 
again, off again, because the gover..ment shutdown in 
October closed the Civil War battleground. While private Klan 
rallies in North Carolina, Mississippi and elsewhere enabled 
Kluxers to muster their troops outside the public eye; the 
public domain belonged to anti-racist protesters when it came 
to Klan and neo-Nazi groups. 

When a Canadian member of the National Socialist 
Movement settled in tiny Leith, North Dakota, population 16, 
he attempted to buy property and set up an Aryan enclave 
there. He met an angry response from townspeople, and in 
once instance 300 North Dakotans, Native Indians and 
descendants of white settlers together, protested the neo- 
Nazis in their midst. After the neo-Nazi walked around town 
carrying a loaded weapon, he was arrested for threatening 
people. The whole thing could simply be a footnote in the 
year's news, but the fact that North Dakotans rose up and 
responded to the threat, largely without any form of outside 
assistance, should tell observers that open neo-Nazi and Klan 
rallies will do nothing more than stir up opposition. 

The same was not true about white nationalist think-tank 
meetings. Despite a modicum of protest, the American 
Renaissance conference in a Tennessee state park facility drew 
more than 150 souls to an incident-free discussion about how 
multiracialism is ruining the white nationalist world. The 
National Policy Institute gathered in October in the 
Washington, DC area, largely without incident but with minor 
protest. And the Occidental Quarterly, a white nationalist 
publication of the same type, continued publishing and 
promoting white-ists from the USA and Europe. 

The white nationalist world took some heavy hits in 2013, 
however. The white power skinhead organisation known as 
Volksfront, which had members across the USA and Europe, 


has disbanded, according to SPLC. The National Socialist 
Movement has stayed stable, but in several notable instances 
it has lost members to a reformulating Aryan Nations. The 
Council of Conservative Citizens could barely muster a dozen 
souls to save one of their favourite racist statutes in Atlanta. 
And David Duke was finally ejected from his abode in Italy, 
and forced to abandon his dreamland existence in Europe. 

The white nationalist is without an established leadership 
and without strong organisations at its centre. One point of 
view could be that it is stuck in the middle of a generational 
shift. Another could be that the Tea Party movement has 
stolen the wind out of the white nationalist sails. A third point 
of view is that the malaise facing the white nationalist 
movement is a result of a clearly operable strategy in the here 
and now. 

Nevertheless, the far-right racist noise has left a mark on 
society. In a 2012 poll, The Associated Press found that “51% 
of Americans now express anti-black attitudes, compared 
with 48% ... in 2008". That is a three point move in the 
wrong direction. When measured by an “implicit racial 
attitudes test”, however, the “number of Americans with 
anti-black attitudes jumped to 56%, up from 49%" four 
years before. That is a seven point leap in the wrong 
direction. Other polls show that significant numbers of white 
people now believe it is black people who are the most racist 
in American society. And there are majorities of white people 
who regard any civil rights or material gain for black people as 
a measurable loss for white people — that is they regard racial 
equality as a zero-sum contest in which any gain for one side 
must be a loss for the other. In all, polling shows that race 
relations have deteriorated during the past four-year period. 

Despite this sharp decline in race relations, and in 
contraposition to the legislative stalemate on immigration 
reform in Congress, there has been a new burst of energy 
from young undocumented immigrants. Taking up the cause 
of civil disobedience to promote a greater good, young 
undocumented immigrants in the San Francisco area risked 
arrest and deportation. They sat down and held hands 
together in front of a deportation bus leaving from the 
Customs Enforcement offices. Sitting still, even after police 
authorities threatened their arrest, they showed the kind of 
moral and practical courage that is rarely seen. And while that 
kind of activism is not likely to shift the balance of forces, it is 
strong enough to help keep decency and democracy in place 
— at least for the time being.

IN THE SHADOWS OF THE SUCCESS of Golden Dawn in 
Greece and Jobbik in Hungary, the Swedish Nazis have also 
been strengthened. In the centre stands the Party of the 
Swedes (Svenskarnas Parti, formerly known as the National 
Socialist Front). With a modernised language and obvious 
influences from the methods of Golden Dawn, the Party of 
the Swedes (SvP) has emerged as the dominant Nazi 
organisation in Sweden. 

When the racist Sweden Democrats (SD) were elected to 
the parliament (Riksdag) in 2010, it meant a qualitative 
change in the political climate in Sweden. The existence of a 
racist party, originally formed by Nazis, in the Riksdag has 
given legitimacy to racist opinions. Many “closet racists" are 
no longer afraid to express their views openly. This has 
created a new and bigger breeding ground for violent Nazi 
groups to grow. 

Thanks to the SvP, the Nazis in Sweden stand more united 
than in along time. For many years, the Nazi movement has 
been split into tiny parties, networks and gangs. The SvP has 
managed to gather many old Nazi activists from other 
organisations, and have had a conscious orientation towards 
picking up disgruntled SD supporters who believed the newly 
won seats in the Riksdag meant they could be more open 
with their racist views. However, since the 2010 elections, the 
SD leadership has worked even harder to appear presentable, 
which has led to the expulsion of many SD members due to 
their “overly racist opinions". The SvP has managed to win 
over some of these organisationally homeless racists. 

Also, there is widespread discontent with the inability of the 
established parties to combat the problems of globalisation — 
such as de-industrialisation, and the dumping of wages and 
conditions by the use of employment agencies and migrant 
workers. The SvP's campaigns against the greed of the banks 
try to reach out to those people and recruit them to Nazism. 

In the 2010 elections, the SvP managed to win a seat on 
the municipal council in the small town of Grastorp, the first 
openly Nazi organisation to win election to a municipal 
council in Sweden since the 1940s. Since then, the SvP has 
gained a couple more council seats. The former National 


Democrat councillor in Nykvarn, Daniel Spansk, has joined the 


SvP. In Monsteras and Hedemora, the party has recruited 
former SD councillors. In Lidképing, the SvP member Curt 
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Linusson managed to win a seat through an SD ballot when 
one of the SD councillors moved to another city. Today, 
however, the SvP has lost its seats in Hedemora and Grastorp 
due to the councillors moving and defections. 

The SvP has not only recruited municipal councillors. 
Several members of the violent and criminal Nazi group 
Svenska Motstandsr6relsen (the Swedish Resistance 
Movement, SMR) have defected to the SvP. One such is 
Stefan Jacobsson, now leader of the SvP. Jacobsson was also 
involved in the now closed Nazi network known as Info-14. 
Another SMR activist recruited by the SvP is Magnus 
Séderman, who for many years was the public face of the 
SMR. Today he is part of the editorial board for the SvP’s 
paper Framdat (Forward) and the radio show Radio Framat. 

Info-14, who were the main organisers of the annual Nazi 
march in Salem near Stockholm, have transferred their entire 
extensive archives from their website to Realisten (The 
Realist), the SvP’s web-based paper. This is remarkable, as the 
marches in Salem were the most important gatherings for 
Swedish Nazis during the 2000s. The SvP have also recruited 
leading members from the National Democrats — a party that 
split from the SD in 2001 and has been slowly disintegrating 
in the past couple of years. In addition to Spansk, the former 
National Democrat leader Nils Eric Hennix and the 
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Daniel Héglund, former SvP councillor in Grastorp, leads an SvP demonstration 
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propaganda chief Dan Eriksson have joined the SvP. 

It is necessary to retain a sense of balance over the Nazi 
recruitment that the SvP has achieved. To a great extent, the 
SvP has been uniting the remnants of a number of small Nazi 
groups. Its conferences barely gather 100 participants. In the 
2010 national elections, the party gained 681 votes. This is 
about half the votes that its forerunner, National Socialist 
Front (NSF), gained in 2006. In the local elections in 2010, the 
SvP took a total of 510 votes. On the other hand, this was 
before the SD were elected to parliament. And as the economic 
crisis rages on, the SvP may grow. A warning sign is that the 
party has over 6 000 “likes” on Facebook. And in the periphery 
of the SvP lurk the attack dogs from the violent SMR. These 
organisations constitute deadly threats that have to be 
fought. Golden Dawn and Jobbik stand as warning examples. 


A modern Nazism - inspired by Golden Dawn 
The SvP has tried to adapt Nazi ideology to today's society 
and language. The party has its roots in the NSF, which was 
formed in 1994. For many years, the NSF had a swastika as its 
symbol and organised uniformed marches. The NSF was 
linked to numerous acts of violence, including the killing of 
two policemen in Malexander in 1999 (police killings are very 
rare in Sweden). 

The NSF was formally shut down in 2008 and replaced by 
an organisation called Folkfronten (People’s Front). The new 
organisation had the same leadership as the NSF, and took

over all the NSF's assets and members. In 2009, Folkfronten 
changed its name to Svenskarnas Parti. 

The “reformation” brought with it a change in rhetoric and 
working methods. On the surface, it might seem that the 
move from NSF to SvP led to a toning down of the Nazism. 
But in reality, the SvP has just modernised its Nazi programme 
to better suit our era of mass unemployment, economic crisis 
and globalisation. 

The SvP speak of the need for “an ethnically homogeneous 
habitat", but unlike Hitler, do not call for war against other 
countries to extend this “Lebensraum”. The first paragraph in 
the SvP's political programme states that “only people, who 
belong to the western genetic and cultural. heritage, which 
includes the ethnic Swedes, can be Swedish citizens”. In 
practice, this is a more modern way of saying that only people 
belonging to the “Aryan race" should be allowed to be 
citizens. 

Hatred of democracy also features in the SvP programme. 
In paragraph 4, the SvP explain that “today's form of 
government has been an experiment that has lasted for about 
a century” and that “the democratic system is one of the 
main reasons behind the situation of chaos that is starting to 
spread more and more”. 

Similarly to the Nazis in the 1930s, the SvP point at both 
“internal” and “external” enemies. In 1930s Germany, Hitler 
singled out the Jews as the “internal” enemy. In the SvP 
programme, criminal gangs of immigrants are the internal 
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enemies. The SvP argue that the establishment — parties, 
government officials and media — are protecting the 
immigrants who commit crimes while Swedes stand without 
legal rights. The “external” enemy is, according to the SvP, 
foreign companies that are exploiting the Swedish national 
resources, such as metals and forests. 

It is remarkable that the SvP has also adopted a number of 
typical “left demands”. Point 8 of its programme calls for 
nationalisation of important resources and functions. The SvP 
are calling for nationalisation of natural resources, electricity 
and telephone companies, the banks and public transport. 
The party conducted a campaign called “Money to the 
People” in which the main demand was nationalisation of the 
banks. The SvP argue that the American Federal Reserve is 
another external enemy that is contributing to increased 
unemployment in Sweden. The SvP's criticism of “Big 
Business” has its roots in Hitler's rhetoric about “the Jewish 
bankers". However, just like Hitler, the SvP are just trying to 
exploit a justified mistrust in capitalism to win support for 
Nazi violence. 

The SvP have also tried to organise social activities, inspired 
by Golden Dawn, who are known, for example, for 
organising soup kitchens where only unemployed Greeks are 


welcome — with the purpose of winning support and 
recruiting new members. The SvP have tried to mimic these 
methods. In Kalmar, for instance, the party bought new nets 
for the goals at a rundown football field, and handed out 
Christmas presents to homeless people. On a national level, 
the SvP have collected money for the Child Cancer 
Foundation (which refused the donation). 

With the combination of “left demands” and social 
activities, the SvP are obviously trying to win support among 
workers and others who have been affected by crisis and 
unemployment. But it is also a way of positioning themselves 
against the SD, which they consider has been “sucked up” by 
the establishment. The modernised Nazi programme, the 
social activities, and the conscious orientation towards 
recruiting disgruntled SD members — in a time characterised 
by unemployment and economic crisis — is a dangerous 
combination. The SvP are no strangers to violence against 
their opponents, if they see it as necessary. Although they do 
not have the same confrontational attitude as Golden Dawn, 
if they grow stronger, their confidence will increase. This is a 
threat to immigrants, LGBT persons and antifascists, but also, 
increasingly, to trade unionists and socialists. This is shown, 
not least, by the developments in Greece. 


From NSF to SvP: a history of blood and violence 


The history of Svenskarnas Parti (SvP), from the formation of the National Socialist Front (NSF) in 1994 up to today, is 


marked with violence and criminality. 


° The NSF was founded by activists with ties to the Nazi terror group Vitt Ariskt Motstand (White Aryan Resistance) 
which conducted a series of bank robberies and weapons thefts in the beginning of the 1990s. 


In the TV show Insider, a couple of years ago, we received a frightening insight into the violent culture of the NSF. 
Insider had discovered internal films showing NSF members practising with sawn-off shotguns and automatic weapons 
in the woods. Many of these weapons are probably still floating around the periphery of SvP. 


In 1998, the paramilitary force Legion Wasa was formed by Nazi Curt Linusson — now an SvP municipal councillor in 
Lidképing. The clearly stated objective of Legion Wasa was to prepare for a racial war. The Legion also claimed to 
cherish the spirit of the Freikorps of the 1920s and 1930s. Linusson's past as a platoon leader in the Home Guard and 
an instructor for Defence Education and Training underlines the serious character of these preparations. 


In 1999, two policemen were executed after a bank robbery in the small town of Malexander. Two of the three people 


convicted for the crime had connections with NSF/SvP. 


In 2004, four Nazis who had been training with Linusson's Legion Wasa were arrested, suspected of preparing to 


perform acts of terrorism. They had made extensive plans to commit several political murders and bombings of power 
stations, bridges and railways. If the Nazis had put their plans into action, we could have witnessed a Swedish 
counterpart to the German Nazi group that was recently charged with ten murders. 


In 2007, members of NSF/SvP assaulted and killed a physically disabled 55-year-old man in Upplands-Vasby. As if that 
wasn't enough, the Nazis also filmed the murder on their mobile phones. 


In 2009, the SvP’s contact person in Gavle was convicted of assault after an attack against a feminist festival held at a 


residential college for adult education. 


During the riots in the Stockholm suburb of Husby in 2013, SvP members took part in the organisation of the “Swedish 
Vigilantes”. The goal of this gang of thugs was, according to the magazine Expo, to go to the suburbs to beat up 
immigrants. These gangs of vigilante thugs included football hooligans and members of the violent Nazi Svenska 


Motstandsrérelsen (Swedish Resistance Movement).

Violence peaks around Russian March

EIGHT PEOPLE WERE injured in attacks during the far right's 
annual Russian Marches in Moscow and St Petersburg, which 
took place on 4 November 2013, the National Unity Day 
public holiday. As in the past, the most violent xenophobic 
and racist incidents tend to occur around this time of the year. 

The main event in Moscow took place in the Lyublino 
district, where over 6,000 people participated in a crowd 
dominated by radical youth factions. Participants shouted 
slogans calling directly for acts of violence against natives of 
the Caucasus region and Central Asia, with many giving the 
fascist salute. After the march, participants smashed up car 
windows and initiated brawls with Caucasians. 

Russian March events took place in 48 cities this year, three 
more than last year. Altogether in November, 24 people were 
targeted in xenophobic and neo-Nazi attacks, with one victim 
killed. Two others received serious threats against their lives. 
On 11 November, Mais Kurbanov, a leader of the Moscow 
migrant community, was injured by a stun gun in retaliation 
for his organisation's statement against the Russian March. 

The most significant far-right event in October was the 
mass rioting in the Biryulyovo district in western Moscow, 
which began with the murder of local resident Egor 
Shcherbakov on the night of 9-10 October. 

Nationalists immediately seized the opportunity to make 
the murder an ethnic issue, announcing that they would hold 
an action on 15 October in “response to Kurban Bayram" 
(as the major Muslim holiday Eid al-Adha is generally called 
in Russia). On that day, far-right activists tried to line up in a 
column at the Prazhskaya Metro station and head down 
Biryulyovo Street, but were detained by riot police. That 
evening, near where the event was held, an Uzbek was 
found murdered. At Cherkizovsky market, a massive bazaar 
in the eastern part of Moscow, an Azeri was found stabbed 
to death. 

In the run-up to 15 October, nationalists patrolled the 
streets and a few hundred people attended a “People's 
Assembly” on 13 October near where Shcherbakov was 
killed. The radical right-wing “Russians” association called on 
the internet for “all who are concerned” to join with them 
immediately. Afterwards about 600 people marched to a 
department store shouting “Russians forward" and “We are 
Russians, we are home!" 

One of the protesters threw a homemade explosive. After 
they reached the store, the group lined up in the car park. 
Several people attacked a man of Caucasian appearance, who 
was carrying boxes of clothing, knocking him to the ground 


and kicking him. Fortunately, the man was able to wrench 
himself free. Then about 20 people attacked another store 
employee, pinning him to the door and beating him. The 
victim managed to fight off the attackers. Others attacked 
another Central Asian man, who tried to escape by climbing 
through a heating pipe. At least one blow came from the 
coordinator of “Russians”, Alexander Amelin. 

The mob eventually broke down the doors of the store and 
got in. Protesters threw smoke bombs through the window, 
ran through the shop, smashed windows, turned over 
counters and mannequins, all while shouting xenophobic 
slogans. Out on the street neo-Nazis blocked the traffic and 
searched cars and buses for people of “non-Slavic 
appearance”. One pointed a knife at a passenger sitting in a 
bus who was of Caucasian appearance. 

Then about 800 people marched on a vegetable warehouse 
where many migrant workers are employed. Around 100 
nationalists smashed in the gate to the warehouse and began 
attacking workers. The police, who had been reluctant to 
intervene at the department store, lined the halls near the 
exit, and began making mass arrests. It was only around 
1.30 in the morning that calm was restored. According to 
the Interior Ministry, about 380 people were detained in 
Biryulyovo. 

On 20 October, St Petersburg nationalists held their own 
protest resulting in riots. After a rally at the Champ de Mars, 
about 40 nationalists marched down Nevsky Prospekt, the 
city's main thoroughfare, to Dumskaya Square. They then 
headed to the outdoor market at Apraksin Yard, where they 
set off smoke bombs and smashed up display cases with rocks. 
Nationalist actions took place in other Russian cities as well. 


Young nationalists on the Russian March in Moscow 
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Altogether in October, 20 people were injured in racist and 
neo-Nazi attacks, two of them fatally. That means that in the 
first 11 months of 2013, 19 people were killed and 167 
injured in such attacks, while nine have received death threats 
connected to their ethnicity. So far this year Sova Centre has 
recorded instances of racist violence in 32 regions of Russia. 
The main problem areas have been Moscow (seven killed, 53 
injured) and the region around Moscow (eight injured), St 
Petersburg (three killed, 26 injured), and the Lipetsk region 
(three killed, nine injured). It now seems likely that the 
number of victims in 2013 will exceed that of 2012. 

We should also note an attack on 26 October carried out 


by a group of young people on a train from Moscow to 
Dushanbe, the capital of Tajikistan, which was accompanied 
by nationalistic statements and threats to passengers at 
Ternivka railway station in the Voronezh region. On the 
following day, a similar attack occurred on a train from 
Moscow to the northern Tajik city of Khujand. 

In the first 11 months of 2013, the Sova Centre recorded 
62 incidents of racist or xenophobic vandalism in 36 regions 
of the country, many against Muslim, Jewish and Orthodox 
targets. In the same period 45 individuals were convicted for 
violence in which hatred was a motive and 114 people were 
convicted for xenophobic propaganda. 


New wave of 
xenophobic violence

ON 2 DECEMBER 2013, Jezerca 
Tigani from Amnesty International 
urged the Bulgarian authorities to 
adopt a clear stance on racist and 
xenophobic violence because of a 
series of violent attacks against 
asylum seekers. In fact throughout 
the past decade in Bulgaria, there 
was a constant rise of similar assaults 
by neo-Nazi groups against 
foreigners, ethnic and religious 
minorities, and left-wing activists, but 
the past couple of months have 
witnessed a sharp increase. This was 
arguably an effect of the blatant 
incapacity of the Bulgarian 
government to react adequately to 
the increased number of asylum 
seekers in 2013, mostly people trying 
to flee the civil war in Syria. 

In 2012 there had been about 
1,400 new applicants for asylum but 
in 2013, by 3 December, over 10,000 


people without papers had been 
arrested by the police near the 
Turkish border, nearly 60% of them 
coming from Syria. The conditions in 
detention centres and refugee camps 
are dire, with barely enough food, 
clothes or medical assistance. One 
person died from cold in a detention 
centre in Sofia on 21 November. On 
30 November, in another detention 
centre, the police beat up and 
severely injured a group of Algerians 
who were trying to protest against 
the inhumane living conditions. 

lt is imperative not to fall for the 
illusion that there is a natural link 
between the rise in the number of the 
refugees and the fascist attacks. 
Government and opposition, along with 
mass media and a number of so-called 
experts, have joined forces to condemn 
the asylum seekers as a “threat to 
national security”, “terrorists”, 
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“carrying diseases”, “illegals”, “burden 
to welfare” and all the rest of it. For 
instance, the oppositional right-wing 
politician Ivan Kostov, currently a think- 
tank expert, who prides himself on 
having not allowed in any refugees 
from Kosovo when he was Prime 
Minister at the end of the 1990s, 
claimed that these are not “proper” 
refugees, but “illegal economic 
migrants" who should be stopped. 
Similar positions are shared by the 
government: the Minister of Defence, 
for example, called the new migrants 
a “security risk". MPs from the far- 
right Ataka party, now supporting the 
government, claimed the refugees are 
“cannibals” who must be expelled 
immediately. Ataka is leading a vocal 
racist campaign against asylum 
seekers and is trying to push the 
government to build a wall between 
Bulgaria and Turkey, referring to the 


example of Israel. The mainstream 
media were even worse, giving voice 
to the most extreme statements 
regarding the “dangerous Syrians”. 
The widespread institutional and 


media racism has been used effectively 


by neo-Nazis to mobilise vigilante 
groups to attack alleged “illegals”. 
Most of the assaults take place near 
Zhenski Pazar in Sofia, a central part 
of the city known for its multicultural 
traditions, with a mosque, a 
synagogue, a Catholic cathedral and 


an Orthodox church located in an area 


of less than a square kilometre. The 
neighbourhood, however, has been 
struck by endemic poverty after the 
municipality recently closed down a 
large part of its open market. Because 
of that, the employment opportunities 
of the local residents were severely 
limited, leaving marginal groups even 
more vulnerable. 

The recent violent attacks were 
directed mostly against African and 
Arab migrants, but also a Bulgarian 
Turk was brutally beaten and left in 
coma near Zhenski Pazar. The 
authorities refused to treat the 
violence as hate crime and — worse — 
most of the arrested perpetrators 
were released for supposed “lack of 
evidence". Only in November there 
were about seven similar assaults. 


Nazi paramilitary "citizen patrols" 


Anti-fascists protest in Sofia 


Apart from the beatings, the neo- 
Nazis have organised a paramilitary 
group, calling themselves “citizen 
patrols" and have been illegally 
checking IDs at random in the vicinity 
of Zhenski Pazar. The police claimed 
nothing could be done unless they 
had clear evidence but, at the same 
time, the neo-Nazi activists were 
invited by practically all the 
mainstream TV channels to “discuss” 
their actions. Currently the same far- 
right groups, including the likes of 
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Blood and Honour Bulgaria, are 
attempting to register a new political 
party. They see the mainstream far- 
right party Ataka as “too soft" and 
want something more akin to Golden 
Dawn in Greece. 

Fortunately, there are many who 
resist: human rights advocates, 
NGOs, small left-wing and anti-racist 
groups, university professors, writers, 
poets, journalists, bloggers, students 
and others are coming together 
against racism. A number of 
grassroots groups have been formed 
to assist asylum seekers: collecting 
and distributing donations of clothes, 
medicine and food, lobbying for 
legislative reforms and organising 
anti-fascist marches. What is truly 
inspiring is to see the involvement of 
Bulgarians from all walks of life in the 
new anti-racist initiatives, which 
were, up to now, generally the 
reserve of liberal NGOs and tiny 
leftist groups. However, the 
movement has already shown its 
limitations, as without institutional 
support it can do little to counter the 
utter destitution asylum seekers are 
forced to face, let alone fight the 
established Bulgarian fascist and far- 
right movements.

OVER THE LAST two years, we have 
assisted over 1,700 people and with 
over 1,400 cases being categorised as 
being anti-Muslim in nature. Many of 
the cases have involved online abuse, 
threats and suggestions of violence 
against Muslims and many have also 
included street based incidents which 
have ranged from abuse (mainly 
directed at visible Muslim women 
wearing hijabs, or hijabs and niqabs) 
through to serious physical attacks 
and terrorist bomb attacks against 
mosques. Much of the online activity 
has been generated by English 
Defence League sympathisers and this 
has been a direct method by which 
this extremist far-right group has 
promoted its anti-Muslim hate. 

Our online research into cases has 
shown us that the EDL has acted as a 
magnet for other far-right sympathisers 
where they could voice their hate and 
in their own minds believe that they 
could say what they wanted online 
under the guise of ‘freedom of speech.’ 
This has meant that there have been 
thousands of online conversation

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threads where threats against mosques 
have been posted and further 
commented upon by other far-right 
sympathisers. Allied to this have been 
hundreds of UK-based social media 
accounts, mainly through Twitter, 
which have regularly promoted anti- 
Muslim hatred in a determined and 
daily barrage of tweets. 

We should not underestimate how 
the internet and the online world has 
been used by far-right activists. We 
have outlined this in a research report 
undertaken by Teesside University on 
behalf of Faith Matters and the report 
outlines some of the tweets, for 
example, that caricature, bestialise and 
dehumanise Muslims. Some of the 
conversations have been linked to 
local, regional or national incidents 
such as the recent grooming incidents, 
and others have been conversations 
from ardent hate promoters whose 
wish is to remove all traces of Islam 
(and Muslims) in Europe. This is a 
worrying trend that can be easily 
picked up through social media 
platforms such as Twitter and 
Facebook and through ‘counter-jihad' 
websites. 

So what have we achieved, apart 
from helping over 1,700 people? We 
have managed to achieve over 90 
arrests of individuals, have reduced the 
volume of social media accounts that 
were regularly promoting hate and we 
have gained a unique understanding 
of the counter-jihadist networks that 
traverse from the US, through the UK 
and into Europe. We have also 
developed a strong foundation of 
knowledge for anti-Muslim prejudice 
work and have placed this social 
phenomenon onto the academic map. 
Yet, this work is still in its infancy and 
we recognise this. 

Our work also came into its own 
after Woolwich, where we were 
picking up a sharp rise in anti-Muslim 
hate. In the week after the brutal 
murder of Lee Rigby, over 140 
incidents were reported to us in seven 
days and it was a clear indicator that a 
backlash against perceived Muslims 
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was taking place. This was also 
confirmed by the Metropolitan Police 
Service in early June and what 
followed was a campaign of mosque 
attacks culminating in over 30 mosque 
attacks in a 10-week period. These 
ranged from graffiti through to arson 
and to terrorist bombings in the West 
Midlands region. 

Yet, sadly, such attacks against 
visible Muslims and visible Muslim 
institutions have not stopped, and 
only recently an Imam in Hull was 
seriously attacked as he drove his 
family, resulting in an injury that has 
led him to lose his eyesight in one eye. 
What transpired was that one of the 
perpetrators lay in front of the road, 
leading to the Imam stopping his 
vehicle. When he did so, another 
perpetrator looked at the family 
through the vehicle's windows and 
saw that some of them were wearing 
hijabs and Muslim-specific clothing. 
This led to the male perpetrator 
opening the car side door and 
punching the Imam to the side of his 
head causing serious injuries to one of 
his eyes. After a series of operations, it 
is now clear that the Imam will more 
than likely be permanently blind in 
that eye. 

We are therefore in a period where 
fear among Muslims of being targeted 
is rising, particularly among visible 
Muslim females, and where a few 
mainstream media sources regularly 
seem to undermine and downplay the 
phenomenon of anti-Muslim 
prejudice. We are also at a juncture 
where EDL groups may further splinter 
and become more violent in their 
outlook without an effective 
structured leadership. Whatever the 
future brings up, anti-fascist and anti- 
racist groups need to be better co- 
ordinated and better focussed to 
tackle these challenges. This is why we 
value our partnership and links with 
Searchlight. We know that with a tried 
and tested partner like this, we can 
tackle those who promote anti- 
Muslim hatred and ensure that they 
are responsibly countered.
